NOTE. — A revised  estimate  of  appropriations,  aggregating  $611,990, 
for  the  work  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  during  the  fiscal  year  1920 
was  transmitted  to  the  Congress  on  Majr  26  and  was  printed  in  House  Doc- 
ument No.  57.  This  estimate  was  based  upon  the  report  of  a committee 
composed  of  recognized  authorities  on  farm  management  and  agricultural 
economics  which,  at  the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  made  a 
thorough  study  of  the  activities  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  with  a 
view  to  enlarge  the  scope  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  work  and  to 
outline  definite  methods  of  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the  study  of  farm 
management  problems,  and  especially  the  cost  of  producing  agricultural 
products.  With  the  exception  of  the  increase  in  the  compensation  of  the 
chief  of  the  office,  the  Congress  did  not  adopt  the  department’s  recommen- 
dations, but  there  was  included  in  the  bill  a proviso  which,  in  effect,  limits 
the  amount  that  may  be  expended  in  ascertaining  the  cost  of  production 
of  the  principal  agricultural  products  to  $23,873.  It  is  impossible,  in  the 
circumstances,  for  the  department  to  conduct  during  the  present  fiscal 
year  studies  of  the  cost  of  producing  agricultural  products  on  the  scale 
contemplated  by  the  reorganization  committee  or  to  carry  out  in  an 
adequate  way  the  remainder  of  the  enlarged  program. 

In  these  estimates  the  department  renews  the  suggestions  made  in 
House  Document  No.  57,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Congress  will 
give  them  favorable  consideration.  It  is  proposed  to  detach  the  Office 
of  Farm  Management  from  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  and  to  change  its 
name  to  “Bureau  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics.  ” Certain 
readjustments  also  have  been  made  in  the  statutory  roll  and  the  language- 
of  the  lump  fund  item  has  been  changed  so  as  specifically  to  enumerate 
the  various  lines  of  work.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $288,090,  but 
taking  into  consideration  the  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll,  aggregating 
$9,100,  the  actual  increase  is  $297,190.  Since  the  lump-fund  item  in  the 
Bureau  of  Markets  of  $15,780  for  rural  cooperation  has  been  eliminated 
and  provision  made  for  continuing  this  work  under  the  lump  fund  for 
farm  management,  the  actual  net  increase  for  farm  management  studies 
is  only  $281,410.

Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a revised  estimate  of  an 
appropriation  for  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm 
Economics  (Office  of  Farm  Management)  during  the  fiscal  year  1920  in 
lieu  of  the  original  estimate,  which  appears  on  pages  183  and  184  of  the 
Book  of  Estimates. 

As  stated  before  the  House  Committee  on  Agriculture  on  January  6, 

1919,  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  at  that  time  wras  undergoing  a 
process  of  reorganization.  At  my  request  a committee  composed  of  rec- 
ognized authorities  on  farm  management  and  agricultural  economic  sub- 
jects made  a thorough  study  of  the  activities  of  the  office  with  a view  to 
enlarge  the  scope  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  work  and  to  outline 
definite  methods  of  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the  study  of  farm-man- 
agement problems,  and  especially  the  cost  of  producing  agricultural 
products.  The  members  of  the  committee  were:

On  February  26,  this  committee  submitted  a report  to  me,  which  I 
cordially  approved  and  which  has  been  published  as  Circular  No.  132 
of  the  office  of  the  Secretary.  A copy  of  this  report  is  attached  hereto. 
The  recommendation  made  therein  will  result,  I am  sure,  in  placing  the 
activities  of  the  department  in  this  difficult  field  on  a broader  and  more 
satisfactory  basis.  It  is  impossible,  however,  with  existing  funds  ade- 
quately to  conduct  the  work  on  the  enlarged  scale  suggested  by  the  com- 
mittee. After  very  careful  consideration  I am  convinced  that  the  sum 
named  in  the  estimate  will  be  required  during  the  next  fiscal  year  to 
effectively  prosecute  the  work,  the  results  of  which  will  be  increasingly 
in  demand,  and  will  be  especially  helpful  to  the  farmers  in  shaping  their 
plans  and  to  the  Nation  in  considering  important  agricultural  problems 
of  many  sorts.  I hope  that  the  full  amount  will  be  made  available. 

The  recommendations  of  the  committee  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  Change  the  Name  op  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  to 

Bureau  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics. 

In  recognition  of  the  work  already  accomplished  in  farm  economics 
along  with  the  investigational  work  in  farm  management,  and  in  view 
of  the  great  need  for  still  further  economic  studies  of  the  farming  business, 
the  committee  recommends  that  the  office  be  expanded  to  include  both 
both  farm  management  and  farm  economics  under  the  name  of  “Bureau 
of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics.” 

2.  Cooperation  With  State  Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experi- 

ment Stations. 


It  is  recommended  that  the  investigations  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Manage- 
ment requiring  field  work  be  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
colleges  and  experiment  stations.  Some  of  the  benefits  of  such  coopera- 
tion would  be — 

(1)  To  prevent  duplication  and  to  correlate  activities. 

(2)  To  promote  the  development  of  State  departments. 

(3)  To  unify  the  methods  and  improve  the  general  character  of  all  farm 
management  work. 

3.  Outline  of  the  Projects  of  the  Proposed  Bureau.

B . Research  work : 

1.  Cost  of  production. 

2.  Farm  organization. 

3.  Farm  finance  and  farm  relations.

C.  Extension  work. 

Using  these  recommendations  as  a basis  for  the  development  of  the 
activities  of  the  bureau,  separate  conferences  have  been  held  for  the 
purpose  of  outlining  in  greater  detail  the  work  proposed  by  the  committee, 
and  especially  to  consider  the  following  projects: 

Cost  of  production. 

Farm  organization. 

Land  utilization. 

Farm-life  studies. 

These  conferences  were  attended  by  the  leading  authorities  of  the 
country  on  the  subjects  under  discussion;  and  as  the  work  develops  it  is 
expected  that  further  conferences  will  be  called  for  the  consideration 
of  other  lines  of  activity  suggested  by  the  committee.  Copies  of  the 
reports  submitted  to  me  as  a result  of  these  conferences  are  attached 
hereto. 

Work  under  a number  of  the  projects  is  now  actively  under  way  and 
preparations  are  being  made  for  the  taking  up  of  new  lines  of  work  as 
promptly  as  possible.  The  projects  may  be  briefly  outlined  as  follows:

Cost  of  Production  Studies. 

The  value  and  importance  of  cost  of  production  studies  are  set  forth 
very  clearly  in  the  report  of  the  reorganization  committee  in  the  follow- 
ing language: 

Cost  of  production  studies  are  of  value  to  the  individual  farmer  and, 
at  the  same  time,  are  helpful  in  ascertaining  the  economic  status  of 
farming  as  an  industry. 

From  the  standpoint  ofthe  individual  farmer  the  primary  purposes  are: 

(1)  To  record  the  details  of  the  farm  business  for  reference. 

(2)  To  give  an  insight  into  the  elements  and  interrelations  of  the  dif- 
ferent farm  activities. 

(3)  To  furnish  information  that  may  enable  the  farmer  to  reduce  costs 
or  otherwise  increase  profits. 

(4)  To  make  possible  a comparison  of  the  profitableness  of  the  different 
enterprises  and  combinations  of  enterprises. 

The  records  secured  by  cost  of  production  studies  give  data  for  analyzing 
the  farm  business,  and  thus  are  of  fundamental  importance  in  the  whole 
program  of  agricultural  research  and  education.  The  results  of  such 
studies  on  a number  of  farms  where  a given  type  of  farming  is  practiced 
are  useful  not  only  to  the  farmers  from  whose  farms  the  results  were 
obtained,  but  are  of  value  in  showing  other  farmers  how  to  improve  their 
methods. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  public,  cost  of  production  studies  provide 
the  facts  which  give  a basis  for  intelligent  judgment  upon  the  probable 
effects  of  any  given  legislation  or  other  public  activity  upon  the  farmer 
as  a producer  and  as  a citizen.  Cost  of  production  studies  are  therefore 
one  of  the  means  of  providing  the  basic  facts  needed  by  legislators  and 
price  commissions  in  comparing  the  profits  of  competing  lines  of  produc- 
tion and  estimating  necessary  price. 

The  cost  of  production  work,  as  outlined,  has  been  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Peck,  formerly  in  charge  of  cost  of  production 
work  at  the  University  of  Minnesota. 

Farm  Organization. 

The  purpose  of  the  investigations  relating  to  farm  organization  is  to 
develop  the  economic  principles  which  underlie  the  management  of  a 
farm  with  a view  to  secure  a maximum  profit  through  a long  series  of  years. 
The  principal  topics  to  be  considered  are: 

I.  Types  of  farming: 

(а)  Determination  of  enterprises. 

(б)  Balance  or  combination  of  enterprises. 

II.  Size  of  business  (farm  unit). 

III.  Farm  plan  or  layout. 

IV.  Effective  use  of  labor  and  equipment. 

V.  Intensity  of  production. 

VI.  Business  methods. 

Farm  Finance  and  Farm  Relations. 

This  project  deals  with  credit,  insurance,  and  taxation  from  the  stand- 
point of  their  influence  upon  the  activities  of  the  farmer. 

Farm  Labor  Studies. 

Under  this  project,  attention  will  be  given  to  such  matters  as  trend  of 
population,  supply,  and  movement  of  farm  labor,  as  well  as  living  and 
housing  problems  connected  with  the  hired  man.  The  subject  of 
standards  of  supervision  and  compensation  of  farm  labor  also  will  be 
studied. 

Agricultural  History-and  Geography. 

This  project  involves  a study  of  the  trend  of  agricultural  development, 
the  relations  of  climate,  soil,  and  other  geographic  conditions  to  farm 
enterprises,  farm  operations,  and  types  of  farming.  The  work  under  it 
consists  primarily  of  the  preparation  of  the  Atlas  of  American  Agriculture.

Land  Economics  (Land  Utilization). 

The  land  problems  which  confront  both  fanner  and  the  State  and 
Federal  Governments  are  becoming  more  acute  from  year  to  year.  A 
special  committee  called  to  consider  and  make  recommendations  regard- 
ing subjects  to  be  studied  in  this  field  indicated  the  following  principal 
topics  for  special  consideration: 

1.  Land  resources. 

2.  Land  values. 

3.  Land  ownership  and  tenancy. 

4.  Land  settlement  and  colonization. 

5.  Land  policies. 

Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  of  Peabody  College,  who  has  given  particular  attention 
to  land  and  tenancy  problems  for  many  years,  has  been  placed  in  charge 
of  this  line  of  work. 

Farm-Life  Studies. 

Farm-life  studies  are  to  be  conducted  with  a view  to  make  living  condi- 
tions in  the  home  and  in  the  community  more  satisfactory  to  the  farm 
family.  To  this  end  it  was  proposed  by  the  conference  on  farm-life 
studies  that  information  be  secured  concerning  the  following  topics: 

1.  Rural  home  life. 

2.  Opportunities  for  social  contacts  in  typical  rural  communities. 

3.  The  relation  of  educational  and  religious  institutions  to  farm-life 
problems. 

4.  Problems  relating  to  geographical  population  groups,  such  as  the 
relation  of  urban  and  rural  populations,  the  shifting  of  rural  populations, 
race  elements  in  rural  population. 

5.  Social  aspects  of  tenancy  and  landlordism. 

6.  Rural  organizations,  their  efficiency,  scope,  causes  of  success  and 
failure. 

7.  Social  aspects  of  various  types  of  farm  labor — the  married  and  unmar- 
ried farm  hand,  seasonal  labor,  child  labor. 

8.  The  relation  of  various  forms  of  disability — the  aged,  illiterate, 
defective,  dependent,  delinquent — the  farm-life  problems. 

9.  The  social  consequences  of  local  disasters  due  to  natural  causes. 

10.  The  social  consequences  of  thrift  and  agencies  for  promoting  thrift. 

Prof.  C.  J.  Galpin,  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  has  been  appointed 

to  take  charge  of  these  investigations. 

Demonstration  Activities  (Extension  Work). 

The  end  in  view  in  research  work  in  farm  management  and  farm 
economics  is  “better  farming,  better  business,  and  better  living.”  In 
order  that  this  result  may  be  secured,  it  is  essential  that  the  results  be 
carried  to  the  farmer  on  his  own  farm.  Publication  alone  is  not  adequate, 
and  the  committee  suggested  that  a few  men  in  the  Bureau  of  Farm 
Management  should  devote  their  energies  to  planning  methods  of  dissemi- 
nating to  the  farmers  the  conclusions  of  research  through  the  States 
Relations  Sendee. 

The  task  of  carrying  out  this  program  has  been  assigned  to  Dr.  H.  C. 
Taylor,  who  has  been  appointed  Chief  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Manage- 
ment. Dr.  Taylor,  before  accepting  this  position,  owned  and  operated 
a farm  in  Wisconsin,  and  also  was  head  of  the  department  of  agricultural 
economics  in  the  department  of  agriculture,  University  of  Wisconsin. 
He  stands  as  one  of  the  leaders  among  those  dealing  with  problems  of 
rural  economics  and  farm  management.  As  indicated,  the  department 
has  also  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Francis  W.  Peck,  of  the  University 
of  Minnesota,  who  has  had  wide  experience  in  the  studies  of  cost  of  pro- 
ducing farm  products,  to  take  charge,  under  Dr.  Taylor’s  direction,  of 
the  enlarged  activities  in  this  important  field;  of  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  of  Pea- 
body College,  to  direct  the  work  relating  to  land  economics;  and  of  Prof. 
C.  J.  Galpin,  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  to  supervise  the  farm-life 
studies  which  the  reorganized  office  will  undertake.  This  is  in  accord- 
ance -with  and  a part  of  the  plan  to  secure  some  of  the  best  available  minds 
in  the  country  to  direct  the  work  relating  to  farm  management  and  farm 
economics,  and  particularly  the  studies  of  the  cost  of  production.

— There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $69,200, 
but  taking  into  consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  1 repair- 
man at  $1,200,  the  actual  increase  is  $70,400.  It  is  estimated  that  this

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  tins  item  of  $195,980,  but 
taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  aggregating  $4,020, 
the  actual  increase  is  $200,000. 

Through  cooperation  with  the  Signal  Corps,  the  Weather  Bureau  has 
inaugurated  a limited  forecast  and  warning  service  regarding  upper-air 
conditions  at  about  20  Army  stations,  together  with  5 additional  stations 
operated  by  the  bureau.  This  service  is  indispensable  and  is  awaited 
by  military  and  post-office  flyers  before  starting  on  their  flights.  It  is 
highly  important  that  funds  be  provided  for  extending  the  service  to 
every  portion  of  the  United  States  in  which  flying  is  in  progress.  In  co- 
operation with  the  Director  of  Military  Aeronautics,  arrangements  re- 
cently were  made  for  furnishing  forecasts  covering  flying  conditions  over 
13  zones,  distributed  advantageously  over  the  United  States. 

In  addition  it  is  proposed  to  establish  about  25  new  pilot  balloon  sta- 
tions for  taking  observations  of  the  motion  of  the  air  in  the  upper  strata, 
variously  distributed  in  the  13  forecast  zones.  The  expenses  at  these 
stations  consist  of  the  cost  of  theodolites  and  instruments  and  for  gas  and 
small  rubber  balloons  and  the  salaries  of  men  required  to  make  and  re- 
duce observations  and  render  the  necessary  reports.  These  investiga- 
tions must  be  carried  to  regions  over  the  oceans,  since  scarcely  any  ob- 
servational knowledge  has  heretofore  been  obtained  of  the  upper-air  con- 
ditions over  the  oceans.  Transoceanic  aerial  navigation  is  an  accom- 
plished fact,  and  in  anticipation  of  its  fuller  development  it  is  most  im- 
portant to  secure  in  advance  definite  knowledge  of  free-air  conditions. 

It  is  also  desirable  to  increase  the  number  of  full  observation  stations. 
The  bureau  is  now  maintaining  such  stations  at  only  6 of  the  200  regular 
observation  stations,  a number  inadequate  to  meet  present  requirements 
and  the  growing  needs  of  the  service  in  aid  of  aviation.  At  least  three 
additional  stations  should  be  established.  For  the  better  and  more  com- 
prehensive determination  of  temperature,  moisture,  and  other  conditions 
in  the  upper  air  at  much  greater  elevations  than  obtainable  with  kites  and 
pilot  balloons,  it  is  very  important  to  carry  on  a campaign  of  sounding  bal- 
loon observations.  This  requires  balloons  of  a larger  size  than  the  pilot 
balloons,  and  they  ascend  to  much  higher  elevations,  carrying  with  them 
a suitable  very  light  recording  instrument.  The  observations  furnished 
by  these  sounding  balloons  supplement  the  data  secured  by  means  of  the 
pilot  balloons  and  give  the  forecaster  information  regarding  air  conditions 
required  for  the  proper  execution  of  his  work.

Under  its  organic  act  the  Weather  Bureau  is  charged  with  the  perform- 
ance of  this  work  in  the  aid  of  agriculture,  commerce,  and  navigation. 
No  other  branch  of  navigation  is  so  vitally  concerned  in  atmospheric 
phenomena  as  aviation.  The  agencies  which  are  active  in  promoting 
the  development  of  aeronautics  look  to  the  Weather  Bureau  for  furnish- 
ing this  new  need.  No  other  agency  of  the  Government  now  has  like 
authority  of  law  to  engage  in  or  perform  this  work,  and  if  the  Weather 
Bureau  fails  to  meet  the  requirements  it  will  certainly  become  necessary 
for  other  agencies  to  undertake  the  work,  and  this  will  result  in  wasteful 
duplication  and  necessitate  much  larger  expenditures. 

The  language  of  this  paragraph  has  been  amended  so  as  to  specifically 
provide  for  a service  of  weather  forecasts,  advices,  and  warnings,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  purely  investigational  activities  authorized  by  the  present 
language;  also  to  more  clearly  indicate  the  scope  of  the  work  contem- 
plated.

N OTE . — This  is  a new  item.  The  purpose  of  this  service  is  the  making 
and  dissemination  by  district  forecasters  of  warnings  of  weather  condi- 
tions favorable  to  the  inception  and  spread  of  forest  fires  and  of  the  ap- 
proach of  rains  which  affect  their  control  after  fires  have  started.  Pres- 
ent appropriations  are  insufficient  to  organize  an  efficient  system  of 
reporting  stations  and  provide  for  the  employment  of  competent  officials 
to  make  comprehensive  surveys  and  studies  of  the  affected  regions  and 
the  conditions  justifying  the  issuance  of  warnings.  The  extensive  and 
destructive  forest  fires  that  prevailed  in  the  Northwestern  States  during 
the  past  summer  emphasize  the  need  for  this  kind  of  service.  It  is 
desired  to  establish  a number  of  reporting  stations  throughout  the  affected 
regions  and  to  assign  two  or  more  forecasters  to  study  all  the  informa- 
tion available  with  a view  to  furnish  advance  information  as  to  the 
approach  of  threatening  conditions  before  fires  occur  and  where  and  when 
rains  may  be  expected  when  fires  are  in  progress.

NOTE. — This  is  a new  item.  For  many  years  the  Weather  Bureau 
has  been  engaged  in  the  collection  of  meteorological  reports  from  vessels 
at  sea,  the  principal  object  of  which  has  been  to  supply  data  required  for 
the  pilot  chart  published  by  the  Hydrographic  Office  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment, as  required  by  act  of  Congress.  This  work  has  been  conducted 
with  very  little  expense.  The  observations  are  made  under  cooperative 
arrangements  with  vessel  captains  of  ships  of  all  nationalities.  No  pay- 
ment is  made  for  the  observations  other  than  the  marine  information  and 
meteorological  publications  furnished  and  the  correction  of  the  ba- 
rometers when  the  ships  enter  ports  at  which  Weather  Bureau  stations 
are  located.  The  only  additional  expense  has  been  for  salaries  of  a few 
clerks  engaged  in  charting  and  compiling  the  data  now  furnished  the 
Hydrographic  Office.  The  placing  of  so  many  United  States  mercantile 
ships  on  the  seas  has  created  a greater  demand  than  ever  before  for  definite 
information  pertaining  to  the  surface  meteorology  of  the  ocean,  making  it 
necessary  to  further  develop  the  existing  service.  Employees  of  the 
Weather  Bureau  at  stations  located  in  important  seaport  cities  must 
visit  ships  and  confer  with  vessel  masters,  enlist  cooperative  reports, 
check  their  instruments,  and  supply  them  with  information.  Maps  and 
bulletins  must  be  prepared  and  issued  containing  the  current  meteorology 
of  the  ocean  as  far  as  possible,  especially  the  great  highways  and  lanes  of 
marine  travel,  in  order  to  make  available  accurate  information  as  to 
stormy  regions  and  occasions.  Up  to  the  present  time  masters  of  vessels 
have  provided  their  own  instruments,  and  experience  shows  that  obser- 
vations are  often  highly  inaccurate.  However,  it  is  not  the  purpose  of 
the  Weather  Bureau  to  supply  instruments  to  vessel  'masters  except 
possibly  in  the  case  of  a very  limited  number  of  selected  ships  plying 
waters  where  data  are  now  deficient  or  entirely  lacking  or  where  vessels 
render  reports  by  wireless  in  important  regions.

circulation  in  the  county  or  sections  of  the  counties  where  the 
premises  are  situate;  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sale,  after  deduct- 
ing the  expenses  incidental  thereto,  to  be  turned  into  the 
Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts. 

NOTE. — In  the  agricultural  appropriation  bill  for  1915  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  was  directed  to  report  the  condition  and  value  of  the  build- 
ings and  grounds  at  Mount  Weather  and  whether,  in  his  opinion,  it  would 
be  more  advantageous  to  sell  the  same  at  public  auction  or  private  sale, 
etc.  This  was  done,  and  later  it  was  determined  to  make  further  effort  to 
dispose  of  the  property  to  some  other  branch  of  the  Government  service. 

During  the  war  representatives  of  various  branches  of  the  War  and  Navy 
Departments,  the  Public  Health  Service,  and  other  Government  organi- 
zations visited  Mount  Weather,  but  none  of  these  agencies  desired  to  use 
the  property.  The  buildings  are  deteriorating,  and,  as  the  Weather 
Bureau  is  not  likely  to  use  them  again,  it  seems  desirable  to  dispose  of 
the  premises  by  sale.

NOTE. — -There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $32,660,  but 
taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  aggregating  $7,360, 
the  actual  increase  is  $40,020,  which  it  is  proposed  to  expend  as  follows: 

(a)  $10,000  for  the  eradication  of  mange  (scabies)  in  cattle  and  horses, 
a serious  disease  occurring  in  new  areas  in  certain  western  and  south- 
western States.  Prompt  steps  should  be  taken  to  prevent  further  spread 
of  the  infection  and,  if  possible,  effect  its  eradication  in  the  areas  where 
the  disease  now  prevails.  The  increase  requested  will  be  used  to  extend 
the  bureau’s  activities  in  this  direction. 

(b)  $25,000  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  the  interstate  trans- 
portation of  live  stock.  There  has  been  a tremendous  increase  in  the 
volume  of  work  that  must  be  performed  under  this  project.  The  immuni- 
zation of  swine  under  Federal  supervision  for  interstate  movement  from 
public  stockyards  during  the  fiscal  year  1919  was  141  per  cent  greater  than 
during  the  preceding  jrear.  As  this  work  requires  very  close  supervision, 
it  is  a large  item  of  additional  expense.  Furthermore,  as  all  swine  so 
immunized  must  be  shipped  in  cars  or  other  vehicles  disinfected  under 
department  supervision,  the  time  of  numerous  employees  is  necessarily 
devoted  to  that  detail.  The  number  of  points  at  which  inspection  has 
been  inaugurated  has  been  increased,  but  the  demand  from  State  officers 
and  other  interested  parties  for  Federal  inspection  and  supervision  has 
been  greater  than  the  department  has  been  able  to  meet.  In  the  case  of 
this  project,  as  well  as  that  relating  to  scabies,  the  cost  of  transportation 
and  subsistence  has  greatly  increased,  and  it  has  also  been  necessary  to 
pay  higher  salaries  to  veterinary  and  lay  inspectors,  of  whom  a consider- 
able number  must  be  employed  to  carry  on  this  work. 

(c)  $3,020  for  the  supervision  of  the  importation  of  animal  by-products 
(including  hides),  forage,  etc. 

(d)  $2,000  for  inspection  and  testing  of  animals  for  export. 

The  work  under  both  of  the  foregoing  projects  is  constantly  increasing. 

- In  recent  months  there  has  been  an  unusual  demand  for  the  services  ol 

bureau  inspectors  to  test  animals  for  export  and  to  inspect  the  vessels 
carrying  such  animals.

NOTE. — There  is  a decrease  in  the  above  item  of  .$19,560  due  to  transfers 
to  the  statutory  roll. 

It  is  proposed  to  amend  the  language  of  this  paragraph  as  follows: 

(1)  By  omitting  the  clause  “of  which  $500,000  shall  be  set  aside  for 
administrative  and  operating  expenses  and  $1,000,000  for  the  payment  of 
indemnities.”  At  each  of  the  bureau  stations  are  held  a large  number  of 
agreements  signed  by  owners  of  pure-bred  herds  of  cattle  who  are  desirous 
of  placing  them  under  supervision  so  that  they  may  be  accredited  in 
accordance  with  the  uniform  plan  adopted  by  the  United  States  Live 
Stock  Sanitary  Association  and  approved  by  the  department.  Some  of 
these  owners  are  required  to  wait  several  weeks  before  inspectors  are 
available  to  test  their  herds,  because  of  the  insufficient  number  of  inspec- 
tors furnished  by  the  department  and  the  respective  States.  Live-stock 
owners  recognize  in  the  accredited  herd  plan  a feasible  method  of  freeing 
their  cattle  from  tuberculosis  and  establishing  that  fact  so  that  prospective 
buyers  may  know  where  they  may  obtain  healthy  cattle.  The  fact  that, 
under  the  paragraph  as  now  drawn,  the  department  is  restricted  to  the  use 
of  only  $500,000  of  the  total  appropriation  of  $1,500,000  for  administrative 
and  operating  expenses,  while  $1,000,000  is  set  aside  specifically  for  the 
payment  of  indemnities,  is  in  large  measure  responsible  loathe  inability  of 
the  department  to  meet  the  demands  of  herd  owners  and  to  furnish  the 
cooperation  anticipated  when  the  work  was  started.  It  is  only  necessary 
to  point  out  that  during  the  month  of  July,  1919,  the  department  expended 
approximately  $35,000  for  salaries  and  expenses  and  only  $7,000_  for 
indemnities  to  show  how  the  department  is  hampered  by  the  restrictions 
placed  on  the  expenditure  of  this  appropriation.  While  it  is  probable 
that  the  indemnity  for  subsequent  months  will  increase  over  that  for 
July,  in  any  event  it  will  not  approximate  the  amount  provided  by 
Congress. 

(2)  By  omitting  in  the  first  proviso  the  clause  in  brackets,  “within  the 
limitations  above  provided.”  This  change  will  necessarily  have  to  be 
made  if  the  first  amendment  is  approved. 

(3)  By  inserting  in  the  third  proviso  the  word  “hereafter”  after  the 
word  ‘ ‘ permit  ” . This  is  done  in  order  to  make  legislation  permanent  and 
thus  obviate  the  necessity  of  repeating  the  language  from  year  to  year.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $191,360, 
but  taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  of  this  bureau 
aggregating  $5,720  and  the  transfer  of  1 assistant  at  $2,200  to  the  statutory 
roll  of  the  Tin  ision  of  Publications,  the  actual  increase  is  SI  99,280.  It  is 
proposed  to  expend  this  sum  as  follows: 

(а)  $75,000  for  the  encouragement  of  live-stock  production  in  the  Great 
Plains  and  intermountain  regions.  A great  deal  of  research  and  educa- 
tional work  must  be  done  before  the  problems  of  the  dry-land  farmer 
can  be  solved.  Certain  crops  may  produce  abundantly  during  a year 
of  more  than  average  rainfall,  but  interspersed  between  these  years  are 
likely  to  be  considerable  periods  when  rainfall  is  lacking  and  many 
crops  do  not  mature.  During  such  periods  farmers  may  find  themselves 
without  feed  for  their  horses  and  cattle  and  without  food  for  their 
families.  There  have  been  sufficient  cases  of  successful  operation  of 
dry-land  farms  to  demonstrate  that  success  in  agriculture  in  these 
regions  is  possible,  and  the  consensus  of  opinion,  based  upon  a num- 
ber of  years  of  careful  investigation,  is  that  dry-land  farms  must  be 
developed  with  live  stock  as  the  mainstay.  If  the  funds  requested  are 
made  available,  it  is  planned  to  begin  a systematic  campaign  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  State  agricultural  colleges  to  place  the  farms  of  the  Great 
Plains  and  the  intermountain  regions  on  a stable  basis.  The  additional 
amount  recommended  will  provide  for  the  employment,  of  about  25  ani- 
mal husbandmen. 

(б)  $37,000  to  meet  the  demands  for  the  investigation  of  problems 
in  beef  production  developing  at  the  present  time.  The  bureau 
now  has  experiment  stations  at  Beitsville,  Md.;  I.ewrsburg,  A . \ a. ;

establishing  a herd  of  dual-purpose  cattle  at  the  Morgan  Horse  Farms, 
Middlebury,  Yt. ; and  to  inaugurate  a study  of  beef  production  on  north- 
ern cut-over  lands  in  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  or  Minnesota. 

(c)  382,280  for  range  sheep  investigations.  Of  this  amount  345,000  is 
desired  for  the  purchase  of  approximately  300  acres  of  irrigated  land  as 
an  addition  to  the  United  States  sheep  experiment  station  at  Dubois, 
Idaho.  This  recommendation  is  made  for  reasons  of  economy  and  to 
insure  the  satisfactory  operation  of  the  station.  It  is  believed  that  the 
investment  would  pay  for  itself  in  three  years  on  the  item  oi  feed  alone 
based  on  the  prevailing  prices  in  Idaho.  It  is  proposed  to  use  the  re- 
maining 837,280  in  connection  with  the  work  at  the  sheep  experiment 
station  as  follows:

shed,  granary,  and  cottage) 34,000 

Automobile  for  use  of  superintendent 600

With  the  acquisition  of  the  additional  land  and  its  utilization  for  feed 
production,  the  820.000  item  for  hay  will  be  no  longer  necessary. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1919  the  proceeds  of  sales  from  this  station 
amounted  to  89,000.  which  were  covered  into  the  Treasury.  For  the  year 
1920  it  is  estimated  that  sales  will  yield  approximately  320,000.  With 
the  station  in  full  operation,  on  the  basis  of  4.000  ewes,  it  is  expected 
that  annual  receipts  will  be  over  $30,000.  A 4,000-ewe  flock  is  the 
smallest  number  that  can  be  used  to  secure  the  most  economical  manage- 
ment of  the  station  and  to  permit  experiments  on  a sufficiently  large  scale 
to  give  results  of  unquestioned  practical  value  in  general  commercial 
range  sheep  production. 

(r/)  $5,000  for  animal  husbandry  work  at  the  Beltsville,  Md.,  experi- 
ment farm.  This  additional  amount  is  needed  to  cover  the  increased 
cost  of  labor,  seed,  and  miscellaneous  supplies  and  materials  of  all  kinds 
required  for  the  work  on  the  farm.  The  allotment  for  this  purpose  has 
not  been  increased  for  several  years,  and  the  experimental  work  is  seri- 
ously handicapped  because  of  insufficient  funds  for  its  prosecution. 
Additional  implements  and  machinery  are  needed,  and  the  services  of  a 
blacksmith,  a painter,  and  a practical  mechanic  are  necessary  in  caring 
for  the  present  buildings  and  equipment.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $16,890, 
but  taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  amounting  to 
$3,760,  the  actual  increase  is  $20,650.  It  is  proposed  to  use  this  addi- 
tional amount  in  extending  the  work  on  the  following  projects,  whose 
prosecution  has  been  hampered  because  of  inadequate  funds: 

(а)  $15,000  for  the  investigation  of  roundworms  of  hogs.  These  para- 
sites are  responsible  for  losses  among  young  pigs  amounting  to  millions 
of  dollars  each  year. 

(б)  $4,000  for  developing  and  thoroughly  testing  a new  method  of 
blackleg  immunization.  This  method  gives  promise  of  being  a more 
effective  agent  against  blackleg  than  the  old  powder  form  of  vaccine. 

(c)  $1,650  to  extend  the  investigations  of  stock  poisoning  by  plants,  in 
order  to  better  understand  the  causes  of  the  considerable  losses  of  live 
stock  on  the  western  ranges  from  this  source  and  to  obviate  these  losses. 

The  subitem  for  investigation  of  contagious  abortion  is  decreased  from 
$49,400  to  $47,720  on  account  of  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll.

The  language  of  the  paragraph  has  been  amended  by  inserting  the 
words  “including  the  purchase  of  tags,  labels,  stamps,  and  certificates 
printed  in  course  of  manufacture,  ” at  the  place  indicated.  This  new 
language  is  added  in  view  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  promptly  sup- 
plies of  this  character  from  the  Government  Printing  Office,  which 
apparently  is  not  properly  equipped  for  this  sort  of  manufacture.  The 
language  of  recent  enactments  relative  to  printing,  strictly  construed, 
prevents  the  department  from  seeming  such  supplies  from  any  other 
source  than  the  Government  Printing  Office,  except  with  the  previous 
consent  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing.  It  is  not  believed  that  it  was 
the  intention  of  Congress  to  place  this  restriction  on  printing  of  this 
kind.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  similar  authority  has  been 
earned  in  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  appropriation  acts  for  a 
number  of  years,  covering  like  supplies  for  the  Treasury  Department,  this 
item  reading:  “For  stationery,  including  tags,  labels,  and  index  cards 
printed  in  course  of  manufacture.  ” These  articles  are  used  for  the  mark- 
ing of  coins  and  other  articles — uses  which  appear  to  be  exactly  compara- 
ble with  those  to  which  the  meat-inspection  supplies  are  devoted. 

The  limitation  of  $100,000  for  the  inspection  of  equine  meat  is  elimi- 
nated as  it  is  unnecessary  and  merely  complicates  the  accounting.  The 
additions  to  the  meat-inspection  law  providing  for  the  inspection  of 
equine  meat,  as  well  as  the  provision  authorizing  the  payment  for  over- 
time work  to  employees  engaged  at  establishments  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  meat-inspection  act,  are  omitted,  as  they  are  now  permanent 
legislation.

It  is  clear  that  the  more  thoroughly  the  collection  of  information 
regarding  the  occurrence  of  plant  diseases  can  be  systematized  the  better 
basis  there  will  be  for  economical  and  effective  research  work.-  It  is  pro- 
posed to  increase  the  number  of  specialists  employed  for  short  periods  to  se- 
cure information  on  the  distribution  of  diseases  reported  in  new  localities 
and  for  developing  further  the  bureau’s  contacts  with  specialists  in  the  State 
institutions  so  that  the  Department  will  be  aide  to  be  in  constant  touch 
with  the  plant  disease  situation  in  the  important  crop-producing  regions 
and  call  immediate  attention  to  unusual  developments  of  diseases  of 
important  crops.

NOTE.— There  is  an  increase  in  this  item  of  87,000,  which  amount  will 
provide  for  a resumption  on  a reduced  scale  of  the  pathological  inspection 
of  fruits  during  processes  of  marketing  carried  on  last  year,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Bureau  of  Markets,  under  an  item  of  $18,000  provided  by  the 
Food  Production  Act.  The  mere  determination  that  fruit  has  arrived  at 
some  central  market  in  poor  condition  is  only  one  phase  of  a well-devel- 
oped food-products  inspection  service.  The  producer,  shipper,  and  the 
distributor  need  to  know  the  cause  of  the  poor  condition  and,  in  so  far  as 
practicable,  to  determine  whether  the  spoilage  is  the  result  of  improper 
methods  for  safeguarding  against  disease  during  the  processes  of  culture 
and  handling  on  the  farm  and  in  the  orchard  or  due  to  storage  rots  result- 
ing from  improper  methods  of  market  handling  and  storage.

(а)  810,000  for  investigating  potato  diseases.  A number  of  problems 
concerning  the  life  history  and  means  of  control  of  the  potato  wart  remain 
to  be  solved.  It.  is  desired  to  enlarge  the  temporary  field  station  now 
established  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  and 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  to  carry  on  a very  thorough  in- 
vestigation of  the  wart  disease.  A group  of  potato  diseases  classed  as 
“mosaic”  also  presents  a series  of  difficult,  problems  including  a determi- 
nation of  the  exact  nature  of  the  cause  of  the  diseases  and  of  questions 
relating  to  their  transmission  by  insects.  The  importance  of  this  work  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  losses  in  infected  fields  frequent!)  exceed  20 
per  cent. 

(б)  S3, 500  for  investigation  of  the  eel-worm  disease  of  red  clover,  new 
to  this  country,  which  has  appeared  in  large  areas  in  southern  Idaho  and 
to  some  extent  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.  This  disease  is  due  to  a nema- 
tode, rather  common  in  Europe  and  apparently  first  introduced  from 
Europe  into  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Up  to  the  present  time  no  critical 
study  of  the  pest  has  been  made  in  tliis  country.  As  it  threatens  the 
maintenance  of  this  important  forage  and  soil-improving  crop,  its  prompt 
investigation  is  very  desirable. 

(c)  810,000  for  continuing  the  pathological  inspection  of  vegetables 
during  processes  of  marketing,  which  was  carried  on  last  year,  in  coopera- 
tion with  die  Bureau  of  Markets,  under  an  allotment  of  $28,500  provided 
by  the  Food  Production  Act,  The  work  proved  of  such  decided  benefit 
that,  the  desirability  of  continuing  it  as  a permanent  activity  is  believed 
warranted.  Four  pathologists  have  been  detailed  from  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry  to  aid  the  food  products  inspectors  of  the  Bureau  of  Mar- 
kets to  recognize  the  different  types  of  vegetable  field  and  storage  rots 
and  other  types  of  decay  and  thus  enable  them  to  discriminate  between 
different  kinds  of  spoilage ; and  in  many  cases  it  has  been  possible  to  make 
recommendations  to  producers  and  handlers  of  perishable  products  which 
have  resulted  in  effecting  material  decreases  in  loss  from  decay.

NOTE. — There  is  au  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $10,000,  which  it  is 
planned  to  use  for  crop-rotation  studies  in  connection  with  fertilizer  tests. 
Tests  of  fertilizers  carried  on  in  Maryland  since  1914  have  shown  that  the 
choice  of  crop  combinations  to  be  used  in  a rotation  is  exceedingly  im- 
portant in  agricultural  production.  The  systematic  methods  of  field 
study  which  have  been  developed  have  been  applied  at  other  points, 
especially  in  connection  with  rotations  including  the  tobacco  crop.  Dif- 
ferences in  the  effects  of  preceding  crops  frequently  affect  the  yield  of  a 
growing  crop  to  a remarkable  degree,  and  it  is  impossible  from  present 
agronomic  knowledge  to  predict  the  effects  of  different  crop  successions. 
The  subject  is  a large  and  exceedingly  important  one,  and  it  is  urgent 
that  facilities  be  provided  for  undertaking  the  work  in  different  regions 
so  as  to  include  in  these  studies  a wider  range,  of  leading  crops  and  soil 
types  than  has  been  possible  with  the  funds  at  present  available.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  this  item  of  S20.000,  which  it  is  desired 
to  use  in  meeting  the  increasing  demand  for  information  regarding  new 
fertilizer  materials.  During  the  past  few  years  heavy  losses  have  resulted 
to  farmers  through  the  application  of  fertilizers  regarding  which  no  expe- 
rience from  their  use  was  available.  Many  of  these  fertilizer  materials 
were  of  comparatively  little  value  and  some  were  actually  injurious. 
New  nitrogen  products  will  undoubtedly  appear  in  fertilizers  during  the 
next  few  years,  and  these  should  be  investigated  promptly.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  investigate  and  give  field  tests  to  all  materials  representing  new 
sources  of  potash,  phosphoric  acid,  and  nitrogen  as  they  appear  in  the 
fertilizer  market  from  time  to  time.  The  increase  requested  will  provide 
for  necessary  labor  to  carry  out  field  experiments,  the  purchase  of  fertil- 
izers and  fertilizer  materials,  the  employment  of  two  laboratory  assistants 
for  conducting  the  investigations,  and  laboratory,  field,  and  miscella- 
neous expenses.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  the  above  item  of  112,900.  This 
amount  is  necessary  in  order  to  provide  increased  facilities  for  conducting 
the  seed-testing  work  of  the  bureau,  which  is  of  unusual  importance  at  the 
present  time,  owing  to  the  large  quantities  of  inferior  seed  coming  into 
this  country  from  abroad  and  the  necessity  of  giving  closer  attention  to 
the  examination  of  this  seed,  with  a view  to  the  exclusion  of  such  as  falls 
below  the  prescribed  standard.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $72,200,  but 
taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  of  this  bureau 
aggregating  $11,720,  and  the  transfer  of  1 fireman  at  $1,080  to  the  statutory 
roll  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary,  the  actual  increase  is  $85,000.  This 
amount  is  desired  for  extending  the  following  lines  of  work: 

(a)  $35,000  for  investigations  in  the  culture  and  breeding  of  cereals. 
The  recent  war-time  necessity  for  increasing  production  of  cereals  has 
emphasized  certain  shortcomings  of  the  varieties  commonly  grown.  For 
example,  the  lack  of  winter  hardiness  was  shown  by  the  unprecedented 
winter-killing  of  wheat  during  the  winter  of  1916-17,  and  the  need  of 
adapted,  nonshattering  varieties  for  certain  regions  was  demonstrated. 
Besides  the  development  of  suitable  varieties  to  overcome  these  deficien- 
cies, it  is  important  that  rust  and  smut  resistant  strains  be  secured,  with  a 
view  to  control  these  serious  diseases,  which  when  epidemic  cause  almost 
incredible  losses;  and  that  other  desirable  characters  and  qualities  which 
would  have  great  economic  value  under  conditions  existing  in  different 
parts  of  the  country  be  established  through  breeding. 

( b ) $50,000  for  investigations  in  the  control  of  wheat  scab  or  blight. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  serious  wheat  diseases  in  the  central  and  eastern 
United  States,  and  during  the  past  season  was  unusually  severe  especially 
in  the  winter  wheat  regions  east  of  the  Great  Plains  area.  From  prac- 
tically all  these  States  come  reports  of  great  reductions  in  yields  from 
earlier  estimates,  and,  while  climatic  conditions  and  other  diseases  have 
been  partly  responsible  for  these  reductions  in  yield,  by  far  the  greater 
portion  of  these  enormous  losses  was  unquestionably  due  to  scab.  In  a 
large  number  of  fields  the  crop  was  a total  loss.  Investigation  to  date 
shows  that  the  problem  is  complex.  At  least  five  species  of  fungi  are 
found  to  cause  wheat  scab.  Very  little  investigation  of  the  disease  can 
be  carried  on  under  present  funds,  including  the  fund  for  take-all,  flag 
smut,  and  related  diseases. 

The  proviso  for  black  and  stripe  rust  is  reduced  from  $100,000  to  $91,200 
and  the  proviso  for  barberry  eradication  from  $150,000  to  $147,200,  due 
to  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll. 

The  black  rust  and  stripe  rust  proviso  is  amended  by  the  insertion  of 
the  words  “leaf  rust,  ” so  as  to  read:  “ Provided  also,  That  $91,200  shall 
be  set  aside  for  the  investigation  and  control  of  the  diseases  of  wheat,  oats, 
and  barley  known  as  black  rust,  leaf  rust,  and  stripe  rust.  ” Investigation 
of  leaf  rust  could  be  carried  on  very  advantageously  in  connection  with 
studies  of  black  rust  and  stripe  rust.  During  the  past  few  years  leaf  rust 
has  been  causing  steadily  increasing  losses.  It  seems  desirable,  therefore, 
that  these  closely  related  diseases  be  included  under  the  same  general 
authority.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  128,600,  but 
taking  into  consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  1 mechanical 
assistant  at  §1.400,  the  actual  increase  is  §30,000,  which  amount  is  needed 
for  the  following  purposes : 

(a)  §10,000  for  studies  of  vegetable  storage.  During  the  past  fiscal 
year  eight  storage  units  in  the  cold-storage  laboratory  at  Aldington  Farm 
were  completed  and  put  in  operation.  During  the  present  fiscal  year 
eight  more  units  will  be  completed.  It  is  estimated  that  the  operating 
expenses  of  this  laboratory  for  electricity,  salaries  of  two  engineers  (day 
and  night),  and  repairs  and  upkeep  will  be  at  least  §8,500  per  year,  with 
the  possibility  of  exceeding  this  amount.  Some  very  promising  lines  of 
investigation  are  already  well  advanced,  but  a substantial  increase  over 
present  available  funds'  will  be  required  in  order  to  carry  the  work  to 
completion  and  undertake  in  a comprehensive  way  the  investigation  of 
other  important  technical  problems.

( b ) 810,000  for  Irish  potato  investigations.  In  the  reorganization  of 
the  farm  management  work  of  the  department  it  is  proposed  to  transfer 
to  this  bureau  from  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  the  project  “Farm 
practice  in  the  production  of  potatoes,”  as  well  as  certain  features  of 
farm  organization  projects.  In  order  to  develop  these  activities  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  industry  from  the  production  standpoint,  and  to  extend 
the  investigational  work  already  under  way,  particularly  the  improve- 
ment of  seed  potatoes,  additional  funds  will  be  necessary.  Cooperative 
arrangements  for  the  handling  of  this  work  are  already  in  effect  with 
15  State  experiment  stations,  and  the  increase  requested  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  cooperative  work  in  these  various  States  represents  the 
logical  development  of  the  work  in  1921. 

(c)  85,000  for  truck  crop  improvement.  This  amount  is  needed  to 
provide  for  the  increased  cost  of  labor,  fuel  for  heating  the  greenhouses 
in  which  a considerable  portion  of  this  work  is  done,  and  for  an  extension 
of  the  work  and  completion  of  phases  already  under  way,  including  the 
standardization  of  important  strains  of  cauliflower,  lettuce,  and  other 
vegetables. 

(d)  85.000  for  bulb  culture  investigations.  These  investigations  have 
proceeded  far  enough  to  indicate  beyond  doubt  that  it  is  possible  to 
meet  the  entire  demand  for  bulbs  in  this  country  from  domestic  sources. 
However,  in  order  to  carry  the  bulb  culture  investigations  through  the 
experimental  stage  to  a definitely  recognized  commercial  industry,  addi- 
tional funds  are  absolutely  necessary.  Investigations  indicate  that  the 
usual  practices  of  handling  many  of  the  bulbs  are  exceedingly  wasteful 
and  that  methods  of  propagation  can  be  worked  out  which  will  be  very 
much  more  efficient  and  rapid  than  those  in  common  use  in  the  com- 
mercial bulb-growing  countries.  The  larger  part  of  the  bulb  investi- 
gations, particularly  the  work  with  Dutch  bulbs,  is  carried  on  at  Belling- 
ham, Wash.,  and  Chico,  Calif.  It  is  felt  that  the  present  is  a very  important 
and  critical  time  in  the  development  of  this  work,  and  the  additional 
funds  recommended  will  undoubtedly  vastly  enhance  the  real  value 
and  efficiency  of  these  investigations.  Without  an  increased  appropria- 
tion the  activities  must  be  continued  on  a scale  too  limited  to  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory.

(105)  For  investigating  methods  of  propagating  fruit  trees,  ornamental 
and  other  plants,  the  study  of  stocks  used  in  propagating  such 
plants,  methods  of  graving  stocks,  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  mother  orchards  or  plantations  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  American  sources  of  stocks,  cu  ttings,  or  other  prop- 
agating materials  ( submitted. ) $30,000.00 


NOTE. — This  is  a new  item.  The  necessity  of  restricting  under  the 
plant  quarantine  act  the  importation  of  much  of  the  nursery  stock  and 
other  closely  allied  plant  material  hitherto  brought  into  the  United  States 
in  large  quantities,  in  order  to  give  adequate  protection  to  horticultural 
and  pomological  interests  against  the  introduction  of  dangerous  insect 
pests  and  fungous  diseases,  together  with  the  serious  reduction  during  the 
past  year  or  two  in  the  usual  supplies  of  stocks  obtained  under  normal  con- 
ditions from  France  and  elsewhere,  has  served  to  emphasize  the  impor- 
tance of  developing  domestic  supplies  of  these  materials. 

The  foundation  of  apple,  pear,  peach,  plum,  cherry,  citrus,  and  other 
fruit  orchards  and  groves  is  the  stocks  on  which  the  trees  are  budded 
or  grafted.  These  stocks  are  grown  from  seeds  obtained  from  various 
sources.  In  the  case  of  apple,  pear,  cherry,  and  in  part  the  plums,  the 
sources  are  almost  entirely'  in  foreign  countries — France,  the  Orient,  and 
other  parts  of  the  world . While  stocks  of  al  1 these  different  kinds  are  grown 
in  this  country  to  some  extent,  they  are  produced  very  largely  from  im- 
ported seeds.  There  are  no  suitable  and  adequate  sources  of  these  seeds 
in  this  country.  Furthermore,  large  quantities  of  such  stocks  are  nor- 
mally imported  for  use  in  addition  to  those  grown  in  this  country  from  im- 
ported seeds.  More  than  20,000,000  apple  stocks  alone,  besides  many 
other  kinds,  were  imported  in  1910;  that  is,  before  the  trade  was  seriously 
interrupted  by  war  conditions. 

In  the  case  of  citrus  stocks  peaches,  some  plums,  and  other  kinds,  there 
are  domestic  sources  of  seeds  and  the  needed  supplies  of  stocks  are  grown 
in  this  country,  but  that  there  may  not  be  better  stocks  than  those  now 
being  used  is  an  open  question.  The  sources  of  these  seeds  should  be  safe- 
guarded in  order  to  insure  the  maintenance  of  their  supply.  This  factor, 
however,  is  of  relatively  small  importance  compared  with  the  fact  that 
experience  and  opinions  differ  w'idely  among  nurserymen  and  fruit  grow- 
ers as  to  the  relative  merits  of  different  species  and  varieties  used  for  stock 
purposes  in  propagating  trees  to  be  grown  in  different  sections.  Ap- 
parently these  views  are  frequently  based  on  inadequate  evidence  and  are 
not  the  result  of  facts  secured  in  a thoroughly  reliable  manner  with  a view 
to  determine  the  principles  involved.

MOTE. — There  is  a decrease  in  the  above  item  of  118,500.  Inasmuch 
as  the  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  however,  includes  850.000 
for  the  purchase  of  land,  erection  of  buildings,  etc.,  in  connection  with 
the  establishment  of  a plant-inspection  and  detention  station,  which 
amount  is  omitted  in  the  estimates  for  1921,  there  will  be  available  next 
year  831 ,500  additional  for  other  projects  under  this  item .

(б)  810,000  for  the  plant  introduction  field  station  at  Miami,  Fla.,  and 
the  subsidiary  station  at  Buena  Vista,  Fla.  These  are  the  only  stations 
of  the  department  where  experiments  with  semitropical  fruits,  such  as 
the  avocado,  mango,  etc.,  can  be  conducted.  The  present  garden  of  5

work  demanded.  It  is  therefore  desirable  to  transfer  the  plants  as 
rapidly  as  possible  to  the  25-acre  tract  at  Buena  Vista,  Fla.,  3 or  4 miles 
distant  from  the  Miami  garden,  now  being  developed  by  the  Department  . 
The  increased  funds  are  required  for  the  purchase  of  implements,  con- 
struction of  a potting  shed,  lath  house,  frames,  etc.,  in  connection 
with  the  Buena  Vista  tract,  and  to  provide  for  additional  labor  and  for 
maintenance  of  the  work  at  Miami  and  Buena  Vista. 

(c)  $10,000  for  work  in  connection  with  new  plant-detention  station. 
The  ground  for  this  station  has  been  purchased,  and  the  necessary  build- 
ings will  be  erected  during  the  current,  fiscal  year;  but  it  will  not  be 
practicable  during  the  present  year  to  undertake  much  in  the  way  of 
developing  the  station.  The  increase  recommended  will  provide  for  the 
necessary  labor,  fuel,  electric  power,  construction  and  care  of  walks 
and  roads,  purchase  of  farm  implements  and  horses,  and  general  main- 
tenance . 

A proviso  has  also  been  added  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture to  acquire  by  gift,  devise,  or  by  purchase  the  sites  now  occupied  by 
field  stations  at  Chico,  Calif.;  Bellingham.,  Wash.;  Buena  Vista,  Fla!:

NOTE. — While  this  appears  as  a new  item,  it  merely  represents  a 
segregation  of  part  of  item  108,  without  change  in  phraseology.  There  is 
an  apparent  increase  in  the  item  of  $66,500,  but  taking  into  consideration 
the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  1 clerk  at  $1,500  the  actual  increase  is 
$68,000.  It  is  proposed  to  use  this  additional  amount  as  follows: 

(а)  $13,000  to  meet  the  increased  cost  of  labor  and  materials  necessary 
to  maintain  on  its  present  basis  the  experimental  work  with  forage  crops 
being  conducted  at  the  various  field  stations  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry. 

(б)  §30,000  for  pasture  investigations  in  the  southern  coastal  plains. 
This  region  consists  of  swamp  lands  and  relatively  poor  uplands.  Up  to 
1918  it  was  estimated  that  76,000,000  acres  had  been  cut  over.  The  utili- 
zation of  these  cut-over  lands  is  limited  chiefly  to  live  stock  raising  and 
forestry:  moreover,  their  use  for  live  stock  is  dependent  almost  entirely 
upon  the  successful  solution  of  the  problem  of  maintaining  permanent 
pasturage.  The  development  of  permanent  pastures  involves  large-scale 
utilization  experiments  with  grasses  and  legumes  known  to  be  suitable  to 
the  southern  coastal  plains  region  and  investigations  to  locate  additional 
forage  plants. 

(c)  $15,000  for  red-clover  investigations.  The  red-clover  acreage  is 
steadily  decreasing,  the  reduction  being  nearly  50  per  cent  between  1899 
and  1909,  and  even  greater  than  that  more  recently.  Since  red  clover 
appears  to  be  the  best  crop  in  the  rotation  system  for  restoring  soil  fer- 
tility in  the  corn-belt  region,  and  generally  throughout  the  Northern 
States,  the  decrease  in  acreage  is  presumably  responsible  for  reduced 
yields  of  other  crops  as  well.  The  cause  for  this  decrease  in  acreage  is  not 
understood.  Cultural  investigations  should  be  undertaken  in  several 
sections  of  the  United  States  to  learn  more  about  the  production  require- 
ments of  the  clover  crop,  and  experiments  should  be  conducted  in  suitable 
regions  with  reference  to  the  feasibility  of  improving  methods  of  seed 
production. 

( d)  $10,000  for  investigations  looking  to  increasing  the  carrying  capacity 
of  semiarid  range  lands.  Any  increase  in  the  carrying  capacity  of  the 
natural  range  or  pasture  lands  beyond  that  which  follows  fencing  and 
good  management  can  be  expected  only  from  the  introduction  of  new 
forage  plants.  In  California  80  per  cent  of  the  forage  on  lowland  ranges  is 
made  up  of  plants  from  the  Mediterranean  region.  In  the  Great  Plains 
and  intermountain  regions  such  plants  have  not  yet  been  found  except 
the  inferior  weeds,  such  as  Russian  thistle  and  rosy  saltbush.  Both  of 
these  plants  from  southern  Asia  have  spread  over  wide  areas,  and  there  is 
every  reason  to  suppose  that  from  the  same  region  grasses  and  legumes  will 
be  found  which,  if  once  established  in  the  plains,  will  spread  of  their 
own  accord.  The  development  of  range  homesteads  in  the  West  accentu- 
ates the  need  for  these  investigations.

(112)  For  purchase,  propagation,  testing,  and  congressional  dis- 
tribution of  valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  trees,  shrubs,  vines, 
cuttings,  and  plants;  adl  necessary  office  fixtures  and  sup- 
plies, fuel,  transportation,  paper,  twine,  gum,  postal  cards, 
gas,  electric  current,  rent  outside  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, official  traveling  expenses,  and  all  necessary  material 
and  repairs  for  putting  up  and  distributing  the  same;  for 
repairs  and  the  employment  of  local  and  special  agents, 
clerks,  assistants,  and  other  labor  required,  in  the  city  of 
Washington  and  elsewhere,  [$358, 980 J $ 355,980 . And 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  directed  to  expend 
the  said  sum,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  in  the  purchase,  test- 
ing, and  distribution  of  such  valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  shrubs,

NOTE. — These  places,  aggregating  $1,673,540,  are  transferred  to  and 
covered  by  a special  lump-fund  item  under  General  Expenses.  This  is 
the  field  administrative  organization  directly  protecting  the  national 
forests  and  conducting  the  business  thereon  with  the  public.  Dis- 
tributed among  151  national  forests  in  24  States,  Alaska,  and  Porto  Rico, 
they  develop  during  the  year  so  many  insistent  needs  for  adjustments  to 
meet  the  changing  conditions  in  the  different  localities  that  effective 
conduct  of  the  business  demands  greater  flexibility  than  is  afforded  by 
the  statutory  roll.  In  one  region  improved  transportation  may  make 
possible  the  consolidation  of  two  small  units:  or  in  some  other  region  a 
constant  increase  in  business  may  require  the  division  of  a large  unit. 
Such  changes,  so  frequently  arising,  require  changes  in  organization  and 
allotments  which  can  not  be  accomplished  under  the  limitations  of  the 
statutory  roll.  Furthermore,  in  many  places  it  is  impossible  to  secure 
forest  guards  at  existing  statutory  rates.  These  men,  being  appointed  for 
short-term  periods,  must  be  secured  locally,  thereby  assuring  familiarity 
with  the  region  in  which  they  are  employed.  In  many  places  satisfac- 
tory men  can  be  secured  at  less  than  the  statutory  rates;  in  other  places 
the  prevailing  wage  for  efficient  unskilled  laborers  exceeds  the  statutory 
rates.  To  obtain  satisfactory  men  in  such  regions,  the  approximate 
standard  wages  must  be  paid.  Unavoidable  readjustments  during  the 
coming  year  incident  to  the  return  of  men  from  military  duty,  resumption 
of  peace-time  activities,  and  prevailing  economic  and  social  unrest  will 
be  difficult  to  meet  at  the  best.  If  the  national  forests  are  to  be  satisfac- 
torily protected  and  the  business  thereon  conducted  effectively,  this 
additional  latitude  is  indispensable.  The  only  other  alternative  is  a very 
substantial  increase  in  the  statutory  roll.  With  the  exception  of  forest 
guards,  who  are  short-term  employees,  the  work  of  forest  supervisors, 
deputy  forest  supervisors,  and  forest  rangers  is  in  a large  measure  of  a 
technical  character,  which  fact  should  throw  them  in  the  technical  class 
of  employees  who  have  uniformly  been  carried  on  lump-fund  rolls.  The 
change  proposed  is  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  efficiency  and  does  not 
involve  any  increase  in  the  present  appropriation.

asked,  but  an  increase  to  only  $800  was  allowed.  This  is  insufficient.  At 
the  present  time  the  construction  of  quarters  for  rangers  at  many  points 
where  in  the  interest  of  efficient  protection  they  should  be  placed  is 
impossible.  Furthermore,  it  has  come  about  that  many  of  the  forest 
officers  are  very  inadequately  and  even  meanly  housed.  The  men  must 
live  where  they  are  assigned.  The  accommodations  which  sufficed  under 
wilderness  conditions  are  no  longer  suitable  for  the  class  of  men  fitted 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  district  rangers  or  for  the  efficient  perform- 
ance of  these  duties.  These  men  should  have  decent  homes  for  their 
families  which  will  permit  of  the  maintenance  of  a respectable  standard 
of  living  as  well  as  afford  a reasonably  presentable  appearance  to  the 
public.  Not  to  provide  such  homes  is  destructive  to  morale  and  does 
not  reflect  credit  to  the  Government.  Relief  of  the  situation  demands 
that  the  limitation  be  raised  to  the  full  amount  of  $1,500  asked  a year 
ago.  This  will  make  possible  a simple  three  or  four  room  house  suitable 
for  a ranger’s  headquarters  and  habitable  at  all  seasons.  In  the  long  run 
such  houses  will  be  far  more  economical  than  such  poor  makeshifts  as 
can  now  be  built,  entirely  apart  from  considerations  of  what  is  due  the 
men  and  necessary  on  administrative  grounds. 

The  words  “or  improved”  are  added  so  that  the  proviso  will  cover 
cases  where  buildings  have  been  constructed  or  partially  constructed 
under  the  previous  limit  of  $650  or  the  present  limit  of  $800  but  which 
still  need  further  expenditures  to  put  them  into  a fully  habitable  con- 
dition or  prevent  rapid  deterioration.  In  some  instances  the  sharp 
advance  in  prices  of  materials  has  not  allowed  the  completion  in  all 
details  of  buildings  under  construction,  and  this  has  resulted  in  build- 
ings that  are  not  weatherproof,  unfinished  and  unsightly,  or  otherwise 
partly  unserviceable  or  temporary  in  character.

NOTE. — -There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $1,931,426,  but 
taking  into  consideration  the  transfer  from  the  statutory  roll  to  a separate 
lump  fund  item  of  the  forest  supervisors,  deputy  forest  supervisors, 
forest  rangers,  and  forest  guards  enumerated  in  item  5,  with  salaries 
aggregating  $1,673,540,  and  the  transfer  from  the  item  for  general  admin- 
istration in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  the  statutory  roll  of  the  Division 
of  Publications  of  an  assistant  in  charge  of  motion  picture  activities  at 
$2,520,  the  actual  increase  is  $260,406.  This  results  from  changes  in  97 
of  the  individual  forest  items  providing  for  increases  in  90,  amounting  to 
$298,131,  and  decreases  in  7,  amounting  to  $28,725.  Of  the  net  increase  of 
$260,406,  $136,672  is  for  additional  fire  protection;  $69,438  for  timber 
sales  and  forest  management  on  the  national  forests;  $35,528  for  grazing 
administration;  $2,600  for  the  care  of  buffalo  and  game  on  the  Wichita 
National  Forest  and  Game  Preserve,  Oklahoma;  and  $16,168  for  increased 
costs  of  travel  and  other  miscellaneous  items  of  general  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  the  administration  of  the  national  forests. 

The  volume  of  business  to  be  transacted  on  the  individual  forests  neces- 
sarily fluctuates  as  conditions  with  respect  to  timber  sales,  number  of 
stock  grazed,  and  other  forms  of  activity  involved  in  the  use  of  the  forests 
vary  from  year  to  year.  Such  fluctuations,  to  the  extent  that  they  can 
be  foreseen,  are  provided  for  by  corresponding  readjustments  in  the 
items,  which  have  in  view  merely  the  shifting  of  personnel  and  activ- 
ities from  one  forest  to  another  to  better  meet  the  demands,  and  the  de- 
creases are  based  on  the  assumption  of  equivalent  increases  elsewhere. 
In  addition  to  the  changes  proposed  to  meet  fluctuations,  a number  of 
increases  for  which  corresponding  decreases  can  not  be  made  are  necessary 
to  provide  for  the  growing  business  with  the  public  and  the  increasing 
cost  of  labor,  rent,  horse  feed,  and  similar  items.  A marked  revival  in 
timber  sales  is  under  way,  while  the  number  of  live  stock  on  the  forests, 
increased  as  an  emergency  measure  during  the  war,  will  unquestionably 
remain  larger  than  it  was  before  the  war;  and  other  forms  of  use,  par- 
ticularly recreation  use,  are  also  on  the  increase. 

The  increases  in  the  individual  items  have  also  in  view  better  pro- 
vision for  protecting  the  forests  against  fires.  Increases  for  additional 
fire  protection  totaling  $225,568  were  made  in  26  individual  items  in 
the  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  1920,  but  the  act  did  not  become 
effective  in  time  to  enable  the  funds  to  be  used  in  the  expansion  of  the 
protective  system  designed  to  prevent  the  fires  from  gathering  headway. 
The  very  widespread  and  destructive  fires  of  the  past  season,  involving 
expenditures  for  their  suppression  which  have  forced  a request  for  a 
deficiency  appropriation  of  $2,950,000,  have  made  apparent  the  necessity 
for  still  further  strengthening  the  protective  organization  if  such  recurring 
emergency  situations  are  to  be  held  in  check.

NOTE. — The  language  of  this  paragraph  has  been  amended  by  adding 
the  following  clause  after  the  words  “authorized  by  law,”  “and  for  the 
survey  thereof  by  metes  and  bounds  or  otherwise  by  employees  of  the 
Forest  Service  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office.”  While  authority  is  already  given  (Act  of  Aug.  10,  1912, 
37  Stat.,  269)  to  survey  lands,  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Land 
Office,  which  are  to  be  opened  to  homestead  entry,  the  department  can 
not  survey  lands  which  are  to  be  granted  to  the  Government  in  authorized 
exchanges,  and  the  Department  of  the  Interior  will  not  accept  title  to 
lands  until  the  surveys  have  been  executed  under  the  direction  of  the 
General  Land  Office.  The  authorization  to  survey  such  lands  will  enable 
the  Government  to  acquire  such  parts  of  legal  subdivisions  as  are  essen- 
tially forest  in  character  when  lands  are  tendered  foi  exchange,  and  the 
agricultural  portions  can  be  excluded  to  remain  in  private  ownership  for 
agricultural  development.  The  proposed  change  merely  gives  the  same 
authority  to  the  Forest  Service  in  surveying  lands  offered  for  exchange 
that  it  now  has  in  surveying  homesteads  on  the  national  forests.

NOTE — This  is  a new  item.  It  has  been  attempted  heretofore  to  com- 
bat insect  attacks  in  the  forests  from  funds  available  for  forest  protection. 

The  work  of  fighting  insects  has  to  be  done  largely  in  the  early  spring; 
consequently  the  funds  available  depend  on  the  balance  remaining  from 
the  preceding  fire  season.  Inasmuch  as  the  moneys  appropriated  for  fire 
protection  are  all  used  for  that  purpose  except  in  unusually  wet  years,  it 
has  been  impossible  to  carry  on  systematic  insect  control  work.  As  a 
result  there  has  been  a great  loss  of  Government  timber  from  inability  to 
combat  insect  attacks  as  they  occur  on  or  near  the  national  forests.  The 
loss  has  been  estimated  at  $235,000  per  annum  in  California  alone.  Insect 
attacks  arise  suddenly,  and  it  is  essential  that  the  Forest  Service  be  pre- 
pared to  combat  them  whenever  the  situation  becomes  threatening.  There 
are  methods  at  hand  for  successful  insect  control,  but  lack  of  funds  has 
prevented  the  inauguration  of  a systematic  campaign.  The  importance 
of  such  work  has  been  emphasized  by  prominent  lumbermen  in  the 
lumber  trade  papers,  and  the  timber  owners  are  alive  to  the  situation  and 
are  expending  funds  for  this  purpose  on  their  own  lands.  They  naturally 
look  to  the  Forest  Service  for  guidance  and  cooperation,  especially  in 
combating  insect  attacks  on  Government  timberla.nds  in  the  national 
forests.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  this  item  of  $12,500,  which  amount 
is  required  to  meet  the  enormous  advance  in  the  cost  of  many  lines  of 
supplies  and  equipment.  The  average  increase  in  the  cost  of  stationery 
and  office  supplies,  one  of  the  largest  items  purchased  from  this  fund, 
exceeds  80  per  cent;  envelopes  alone  have  advanced  over  100  per  cent. 
Perhaps  the  greatest  increase  in  cost  has  been  in  chemicals  necessary  in 
laboratory  work,  which  in  some  instances  have  advanced  1,000  per  cent. 
One  of  the  most  important  items,  and  one  in  which  costs  have  advanced 
materially,  is  that  of  labor  involved  in  the  repair  and  maintenance  of 
equipment.  On  May  27,  1918,  the  Forest  Service  was  authorized  to 
furnish,  and  later  furnished,  to  the  War  Department  37  transits,  25 
planetables,  112  compasses,  66  planimeters,  and  18  aneroid  barometers. 
Treasury  settlement  was  made  in  the  sum  of  $15,058.94,  but  this  money 
was  credited  to  appropriations  which  had  lapsed  and  was  therefore  un- 
available. In  June,  1919,  the  Forest  Service  was  able  to  buy  from  the 
Engineer  Supply  Depot  at  advantageous  prices  a sufficient  number  of 
transits  and  planetables,  for  which  Treasury  settlement  of  $8,184,50  was 
made.  But  it  was  not  feasible  then  to  buy  compasses,  aneroids,  and 
planimeters.  These  instruments  are  essential  to  field  and  drafting  work. 
At  the  present  advanced  prices  it  will  probably  cost  upward  of  $4,000 
to  restore  the  stock,  and  such  expense  must  be  met  from  this  appro- 
priation.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $175,000,  of  which 
amount  $167,000  is  needed  for  extending  the  industrial  researches  of  the 
Forest  Products  Laboratory  and  $8,000  for  forest  products  field  studies  in 
the  West.  On  account  of  prevailing  conditions  there  is  a peculiarly 
urgent  need  for  better  knowledge  regarding  the  most  economical  methods 
of  production  and  use  of  forest  products,  and  the  present  opportunity  is 
particularly  favorable  for  securing  the  application  of  such  knowledge  in 
the  processes  of  industry. 

During  the  war  funds  made  available  by  the  War  and  Navy  Depart- 
ments enabled  the  Forest  Service  to  gather  a great  volume  of  new  infor- 
mation, much  of  which  will  have  far-reaching  importance  for  peace-time 
industries  when  its  proper  application  has  been  studied  and  commer- 
cially demonstrated.  There  is  in  the  aggregate  an  enormous  unnecessary 
waste  and  loss  of  efficiency  through  nearly  every  phase  of  wood  manu- 
facture and  utilization.  Every  dollar  of  this  loss  is  an  added  cost  in 
production  and  every  foot  of  wood  waste  an  additional  drain  on  the  re- 
sources of  the  forests.  It  is  beyond  doubt  that  economies  running  into 
many  millions  of  dollars  a year  are  easily  realizable  through  application 
of  the  results  already  obtained  by  forest-product  researches  and  the 
further  prosecution  of  investigations  now  under  way.  To  curtail  the 
work  and  delay  the  betterment  of  practice  which,  with  proper  financial 
support,  can  plainly  be  brought  about  would  be  not  merely  a serious  loss, 
but  an  appalling  waste.

NOTE. — An  increase  in  this  item  of  $75,000  is  requested  for  the  pur- 
pose of  meeting  the  very  serious  situation  which  confronts  the  country 
in  consequence  of  the  fact  that  the  great  bulk  of  its  timber  supplies  is  in 
private  hands,  that  the  supplies  are  rapidly  diminishing,  that  the  public 
welfare  is  seriously  jeopardized  by  this  condition,  and  that  the  remedy 
must  be  found  chiefly  in  the  early  and  widespread  introduction  of  the 
practice  of  forestry  on  private  lands.  Specifically,  the  additional  sum, 
if  granted,  will  be  used  for  the  following  purposes: 

(a)  $25,000  for  general  forest  investigations,  the  objects  of  which  are  to 
secure  data  regarding  the  extent  of  existing  supplies  of  timber  available 
for  the  industries  which  are  facing  serious  shortage,  to  determine  by  what 
means  this  situation  may  be  relieved,  and  to  investigate  the  many 
economic  problems  connected  with  the  manufacture  of  lumber  and  other 
wood  products,  requirements,  and  outputs,  domestic  and  export  markets,

( b ) §25,000  for  experimental  work  at  the  forest  experiment  stations. 
To  ascertain  the  best  methods  of  reproducing,  growing,  and  protecting 
forests  intensive  studies  are  required  which  can  best  be  conducted  at 
forest  experiment  stations  where  the  effects  of  a particular  set  of  condi- 
tions o method  of  treatment  can  be  carefully  observed  and  accurately 
measured  through  a term  of  years.  Only  through  experiments  of  this 
character  can  the  practice  of  forestry  be  highly  developed.  The  experi- 
mental work  along  these  lines  already  provided  for  is  altogether  insuffi- 
cient to  meet  the  needs  of  the  present  and  the  immediate  future. 

(c)  §25  000  for  cooperation  with  States  and  individuals  with  a view  to 
secure  the  actual  application  of  proper  forest  practices  on  private  lands. 
It  is  at  present  impossible  to  meet  the  opportunitiespresented  by  requests 
for  such  cooperation.  Work  of  this  kind  is  of  urgent  importance.

NOTE. — An  increase  of  §45,000  is  recommended  in  the  above  item. 
It  is  proposed  to  use  this  amount  for  the  following  purposes: 

(а)  §20,000  to  restore  to  the  prewar  amount  the  funds  available  for 
cruising  timber  in  preparation  for  its  sale.  The  appropriation  for  this 
purpose  was  decreased  last  year  by  Congress  because  of  a temporary  cur- 
tailment of  the  work  incident  to  war  conditions.  A marked  revival  of 
timber  sale  business  has  set  in,  but  applications  so  far  have  concerned 
chiefly  timber  that  had  been  cruised  sometime  ago.  To  meet  new 
demands  and  enable  national-forest  timber  to  be  cut  where  needed,  and 
where  its  cutting  is  desirable,  more  cruising  must  be  done. 

(б)  §25,000  to  provide  for  additional  range  surveys,  estimates,  and 
plans  of  grazing  management.  The  number  of  live  stock  on  the  national 
forests  was  largely  increased  as  an  emergency  war  measure  by  admitting 
the  maximum  number  of  stock  that  could  be  carried  for  the  time  being 
without  injury  to  the  range.  To  carry  the  increase  permanently  (over 
one  million  head  more  in  1918  than  in  1916)  without  overgrazing  will  not 
be  possible  unless  methods  of  more  complete  utilization  can  be  worked 
out  along  lines  that  will  take  care  of  the  excess.  The  loss  in  grazing  fees 
if  the  number  of  stock  has  to  be  cut  down  undoubtedly  will  far  more  than 
offset  the  increase  recommended  for  these  range  surveys.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  the  above  item  of  §25,640.  It  has  been 
demonstrated  that  a marked  increase  in  the  efficiency  of  fire  protection  on 
the  national  forests  and  decrease  in  the  number  of  man-caused  fires  can  be 
attained  if  the  local  public  can  be  sufficiently  impressed  with  the  necessity 
of  preventing  fires,  the  importance  of  law  enforcement,  and  the  value  of 
hearty  cooperation  with  forest  officers  in  fire  suppression.  Also  there  is  a 
large  opportunity  for  increasing  the  recreational  use  of  the  national  forests 
by  gathering  information  regarding  recreation  opportunities  and  making 
it  available  to  the  public  in  suitable  form.  Proper  provision  for  work  along 
these  lines  is  now  prevented  by  lack  of  funds.  It  is  desired  to  place  one 
man  qualified  to  take  care  of  the  conduct  of  this  work  in  each  of  the  western 
forest  districts.  Scenic  photographs  of  high  quality,  lantern  slides,  suit- 
able motion  pictures,  information  for  tourists  regarding  means  of  travel 
and  attractions,  signs  and  posters,  and  effective  exhibits  are  needed  as 
means  for  informing  the  public  and  increasing  the  use  of  the  forests.  To 
secure  such  material  and  information  is  impossible  without  field  expendi- 
tures and  the  use  of  Eden  specially  qualified  for  the  tasks  involved. 

The  expansion  of  the  exhibit  work  of  the  Department  has  materially 
increased  the  demands  on  the  information  office  of  the  Forest  Service  in 
Washington.  The  best  use  of  the  material  now  on  hand  and  under  prepa- 
ration calls  for  an  increase  in  personnel  to  handle  plans  and  accompany 
exhibits  for  their  installation  and  demonstration.  There  is  also  increasing 
need  for  attention  to  the  development  of  motion-picture  material. 

Maps  and  atlas  folios  are  prepared  from  data  gathered  during  field  inves- 
tigations. These  maps  are  reproduced  by  photolithography  at  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey  under  a cooperative  agreement  whereby  the  For- 
est Service  pays  the  actual  cost  of  the  work.  The  maps  could  not  be 
printed  at  the  Government  Printing  Office,  as  that  office  is  not  equipped 
for  lithographic  work.  The  Forest  Service  aims  to  have  printed  a good 
small-sized  administrative  map  of  each  forest.  A portion  of  each  edition 
of  an  administrative  map  is  reserved  for  public  distribution,  and  copies  are 
given  to  persons  having  business  within  the  forests.  The  Forest  Service 
maintains  an  atlas  of  the  national  forests,  which  is  available  for  consulta- 
tion by  the  public,  but  this  atlas  is  far  from  complete,  and  a large  amount 
of  additional  work  is  necessary,  which  will  involve  an  item  for  lithographic 
printing  for  several  years  to  come.

NOTE. — The  increase  of  $100,000  in  the  above  item  will,  if  allowed, 
be  used  entirely  for  range  improvements.  There  is  urgent  need  for  im- 
provements for  stock  control  and  for  extended  and  better  utilization  of 
the  national  forest  grazing  ranges,  such  improvements  being  boundary 
and  range  division  fences,  counting  corrals,  stock  driveways,  the  develop- 
ment of  stock  watering  places,  and  the  eradication  of  poisonous  plants. 

The  development  of  agriculture  and  the  stock-raising  industry  near  the 
national  forests  has  greatly  stimulated  the  demand  for  the  use  of  forest 
range.  During  the  war  the  authorizations  for  cattle  and  horses  were 
largely  increased  as  a war  measure.  In  most  instances  it  will  be  possible 
to  maintain  a still  further  increase  in  the  number  of  stock  carried  if  the 
needed  fences  and  other  improvements  are  made.  Otherwise,  marked 
reduction  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  number  of  stock,  with  a resulting 
decrease  in  production  and  embarrassment  to  the  agricultural  industry. 

The  total  number  of  stock  actually  grazed  in  1918,  as  compared  with  1916, 
shows  an  increase  of  over  1,000,000  head.  The  additional  appropria- 
tion requested  under  this  item  is  fully  justified  by  the  fact  that  the 
grazing  receipts  from  the  national  forests  have  increased  approximately 
fl. 500.000  since  1914.  Unless  expenditures  are  made  for  adequate  range 
improvements  it  will  be  necessary  in  the  course  of  a few  years  to  reduce 
the  number  of  stock  to  a prewar  basis,  and  this  will  mean  depriving 
farmers,  ranchers,  and  homesteaders  of  grazing  privileges  for  nearly 
1,000.000  head  of  stock.  It  will  also  mean  a reduction  in  receipts  from 
grazing  fees  of  about  $250,000  annually.  Besides,  in  many  cases,  with  the 
present  number  of  stock,  better  protection  of  ranges  and  watersheds  will 
result  if  proper  range  improvements  are  constructed  than  if  the  number  of 
stock  is  greatly  reduced  to  avoid  the  construction  of  such  improvements. 

The  increase  in  this  item  is  especially  urgent.

The  language  of  this  paragraph  has  been  amended  so  as  to  authorize  the 
expenditure  of  $5,000  for  the  purchase  of  lands  for  ranger  stations.  There 
is  urgent  need  for  the  establishment  of  a number  of  ranger  stations  at 
points  so  situated  as  to  be  logical  centers  of  business  activities  for  users  of 
the  resources  of  the  national  forests  and  where  there  is  no  Government 
land  available  for  ranger  station  purposes  and  where  it  is  impossible  to 
lease  such  lands.  The  district  ranger  headquarters  are  now  often  located, 
for  lack  of  land  better  situated,  at  points  very  remote  from  the  public,  the 
bulk  of  forest  users,  business  enterprises,  and  the  men  and  supplies  upon 
which  they  must  draw  for  fire  fighting.  By  placing  the  ranger  stations 
nearer  established  communities  the  district  rangers  will  be  able  to  set 
definite  times  when  they  can  be  regularly  found  at  their  headquarters  by 
those  having  public  business  to  transact  with  them.  Ten  such  sites 
should  be  immediately  seemed.  The  estimated  cost  of  each  site  is  $500. 
This  provision  will  involve  no  increase  in  the  appropriation  but  will 
merely  authorize  the  acquisition  of  a few  much  needed  ranger  station 
sites  to  permit  of  more  prompt  and  efficient  transaction  of  national  forest 
business. 

The  provisos  prohibiting  the  use  of  funds  from  this  appropriation  for  the 
payment  of  traveling  expenses  except  on  official  business  and  for  the 
preparation  or  publication  of  any  newspaper  or  magazine  article  have 
been  broadened  to  include  all  funds  appropriated  for  the  Forest  Sendee. 
The  word  '‘hereafter”  has  also  been  inserted  in  each  proviso.  These 
provisions  have  been  included  in  the  appropriation  acts  since  1911 . and 
it  is  now  proposed  to  make  them  permanent  legislation  so  that  it  will  not 
be  necessary  to  repeat  the  language  from  year  to  year.

To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  more  effectively  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  1,  1911  (Thirty- 
sixth  Statutes,  page  961),  entitled  “An  act  to  enable  any 
State  to  cooperate  with  any  other  State  or  States,  or  with 
the  United  States,  for  the  protection  of  watersheds  of  navi- 
gable streams,  and  to  appoint  a commission  for  the  acqui- 
sition of  lands  for  the  purpose  of  conserving  the  naviga- 
bility of  navigable  rivers,”  [S>21,77OJ$#S,470  of  the  moneys 
appropriated  therein,  or  for  carrying  out  its  purposes,  shall 
be  available  for  the  employment  of  agents,  title  attorneys, 
clerks,  assistants,  and  other  labor,  and  for  the  purchase  of 
supplies  and  equipment  required  for  the  purpose  of  said 
act  in  the  city  of  Washington. 


NOTE. — Provision  is  made  in  the  above  item  for  increasing  by  §6,700 
the  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  administrative  expenses  in  Wash- 
ington from  the  appropriations  made  available  for  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Weeks  law.  The  agricultural  bill  for  the  fiscal  year  1920 
appropriated  $600,000,  available  until  expended,  for  the  acquisition  of 
lands  under  the  provisions  of  the  “Weeks  Law”  (act  of  Mar.  1,  1911, 
36  Stat. , 961),  and  with  the  balance  available  from  previous  appropriations 
a fund  of  approximately  §1,000,000  was  at  hand  on  July  1,  1919,  to  carry 
on  this  work  and  to  put  it  on  a prewar  basis.  Additional  supervisory  and 
clerical  assistance  in  Washington  is  needed,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
§23,100  will  be  necessary  for  this  purpose  in  the  fiscal  year  1921.  To  this 
amount  must  be  added  the  Washington  office  supervision  of  the  fund  for 
cooperative  fire  protection  of  forested  watersheds  of  navigable  streams, 
the  current  appropriation  for  which  is  §100,000,  which  is  increased  to 
$200,000  in  the  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1921.  This  supervision 
amounts  in  salaries  to  §5,370,  making  a total  increase  necessary  in  the 
limitation  of  §6,700.  This  will  permit  the  employment  in  Washington 
of  the  needed  supervisory  force  for  the  appraisal  of  lands,  for  drafting 
and  reproduction  of  official  plats  and  maps,  the  survey  of  lands,  the  legal 
force  for  the  review  of  abstracts  of  title  and  other  legal  matters  connected 
with  the  purchase  of  lands,  together  with  the  necessary  clerical  assistance 
as  well  as  the  supervision  of  plans  and  expenditures  for  the  cooperative 
work  with  States  in  fire  protection  of  the  forested  watersheds  of  navig. 
able  streams.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $36,000.  The  pres- 
ent appropriation  is  entirely  inadequate  to  provide  for  the  large  amount 
of  testing  and  analytical  work  requested  by  other  departments,  and  the 
bureau  has  been  compelled  to  do  this  work  at  the  expense  of  its  regulatory 
work.  The  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  with  its  special  facilities  for  examining 
and  analyzing  foods  and  drugs  and  its  trained  force  of  analysts,  is  pecul- 
iarly fitted  to  render  assistance  of  this  nature.  Its  laboratories  are  located 
at  large  ports  of  entry  and  at  places  where  Federal  courts  are  situated,  and 
its  chemists  can  be  utilized  whenever  occasion  arises,  at  a saving  in  time 
and  expense  to  the  other  departments  requiring  their  services.  With  the 
increased  appropriation  requested  it  will  be  possible  to  do  the  collabora- 
tive work  required  without  decreasing  the  efficiency  of  other  important 
activities  of  the  bureau;  with  a less  amount  this  collaborative  work  can  be 
done  only  at  the  expense  of  other  work.  Unless  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry 
is  provided  with  proper  facilities  for  handling  promptly  and  efficiently 
this  collaborative  work,  it  will  be  necessary  for  other  departments  to  es- 
tablish laboratories  of  their  own,  which  in  the  long  run  will  cost  the  Gov- 
ernment, as  a whole,  much  more  than  if  done  by  this  department.  With 
an  appropriation  of  $50,000  it  is  believed  that  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry 
can  do,  in  conjunction  with  its  other  activities,  all  necessary  analytical 
and  testing  work  which  if  done  separately  by  the  different  departments 
concerned  would  cost  not  less  than  $200,000.

NOTE. — This  is  a new  item.  Work  on  leather  and  tanning  materials 
has  been  carried  on  in  a small  way  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  for  a 
number  of  years,  but  the  importance  of  making  special  provision  for  an 
investigation  of  this  type  is  particularly  significant  in  view  of  the  existing 
situation  with  reference  to  leather  and  leather-making  materials.  The 
long-used  vegetable  tanning  materials,  which  are  direct  products  of  the 
forest  and  farm,  are  totally  inadequate  under  present  conditions  to  supply 
the  country's  needs,  and  others  should  be  sought  and  developed.  No 
investigations  of  leather  and  leather-making  materials  can  be  properly 
organized  and  completed  which  do  not  consider  the  composition  and  effect 
of  the  various  tanning  materials  on  the  wear  of  leather.  The  development 
and  demonstration  of  improved  methods  and  processes  for  producing 
leather  and  the  dissemination  of  definite  information  on  how  to  make  and 
recognize  better  and  more  durable  leathers  would  be  of  inestimable 
service  now.  La!rge  quantities  of  hides,  skins,  and  tanning  materials  are 
imported  annually,  much  of  which  would  be  unnecessary  if  all  the  leather 
made  in  this  country  were  of  better  quality.  About  one-third  of  the 
hides  and  skins  used  in  this  country  are  now  supplied  by  country 
butchers  and  farmers.  Owing  to  carelessness  and  lack  of  knowledge  in 
curing  these  hides  and  skins,  it  is  estimated  that  the  farmers. and  country 
butchers  lose  annually  §15,000.000,  while  the  loss  to  the  country  in  leather 
is  probably  more  than  double  that  amount.  The  work  contemplated 
under  the  proposed  item  is  purely  agricultural  in  character.  The  interest 
of  agriculture  in  leather  and  in  tanning  is  paramount,  supplying  as  it  does 
nearly  all  the  raw  materials,  and  the  agricultural  population  is  the  largest 
single  class  of  consumers  of  the  finished  products.  The  tanning  industry 
is  closely  related  to  agriculture,  and  any  research  work  in  this  field  must 
be  based  primarily  on  agriculture  and  the  work  of  this  department.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $5,000  For  some 
time,  beginning  prior  to  the  war,  practically  the  entire  personnel  paid 
from  this  appropriation  has  been  engaged  on  work  in  the  investigation 
of  atmospheric  nitrogen  in  cooperation  with  the  War  Department.  This 
work  is  of  vital  interest  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  should  be 
continued  during  the  period  of  readjustment.  The  detail  of  men  to  this 
special  investigation  has  greatly  hindered  the  regular  work  in  the  phys- 
ical examination  of  soils,  and  the  appropriation  available  for  this  pur- 
pose is  totally  inadequate.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $18,660,  which  it  is 
proposed  to  expend  as  follows: 

(a)  $7,500  for  nitrogen  fixation  investigations  by  means  of  the  Haber 
synthetic  ammonia  process.  The  bureau’s  available  funds  are  entirely 
inadequate  for  this  work,  and  but  for  the  assistance  given  by  the  War 
Department,  and  the  installation  of  extensive  equipment  at  the  American 
University,  it  would  have  been  necessary  long  since  to  materially  reduce 
its  scope  or  discontinue  it  altogether.  These  investigations  primarily  are 
as  important  from  the  fertilizer  standpoint  in  times  of  peace  as  from  the 
ammunition  standpoint  in  war  times.  The  department  should  be  in 
position  to  develop  with  its  own  resources  investigations  of  such  vital 
importance  to  the  country  .at  large  without  being  dependent  upon  any 
other  branch  of  the  service  for  financial  support.  The  increase  requested

will  enable  the  bureau  to  employ  additional  research  chemists  and  labora- 
tory assistance  and  purchase  necessary  equipment  and  supplies  for  the 
Arlington  farm  laboratory. 

(6)  $5, 500  for  the  development  of  the  phosphate  fertilizer  investigations. 
Phosphate  rock  and  phosphate  fertilizer  investigations  have  been  confined 
largely  during  the  past  year  to  furnace  treatment  of  phosphate  rock.  The 
process  in  course  of  development  has  for  its  object  the  production  of  highly 
concentrated  phosphoric  acid  and  phosphate  fertilizers  from  low-grade 
raw  materials.  This  process  also  gives  promise  of  conserving  vast  quanti- 
ties of  phosphate  materials  now  thrown  away  or  lost  in  the  present  systems 
of  mining  and  preparing  the  rock  for  the  market.  The  preliminary  work 
accomplished  has  been  highly  satisfactory,  and  a modified  blast  furnace 
of  semicommercial  size  is  in  course  of  construction.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  results  will  furnish  data  from  which  it  will  be  possible  to  deter- 
mine the  cost  of  producing  phosphate  fertilizer  by  the  new  process.  From 
time  to  time  it  will  be  necessary  to  run  this  plant  continuously  for  pro- 
tracted periods,  requiring  two  or  three  shifts  of  men,  thereby  necessitating 
additions  to  the  present  force.  Repairs  and  changes  must  also  be  made  as 
the  work  progresses. 

(c)  $5,660  for  potash  investigations.  Recent  investigations  show  the 
potential  value  as  a source  of  potash  of  the  dust  escaping  from  the  cement 
plants  of  the  country  and  the  mannerin  which  the  potash  occurs  in  the  dust. 
Methods  have  been  worked  out  for  making  the  insoluble  portion  of  the 
potash  readily  soluble,  but  there  still  remains  the  problem  of  developing 
commercial  methods  of  separating  and  concentrating  the  potash  occurring 
not  only  in  cement  dust  but  in  other  sources  as  well.  It  is  very  essential 
that  further  work  along  this  line  be  undertaken,  since  the  material  with 
which  potash  is  associated  often  greatly  depreciates  its  value  or  makes 
it  unsui table  for  use  as  a fertilizer.

NOTE.  There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  subappropriation  of 
$33,200,  but  taking  into  consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  a 
cartographer  at  $1,800.  the  actual  increase  is  $33,000.  The  soil  survey 
work  is  carried  on  in  a number  of  the  States  in  cooperation  with  State  in- 
stitutions. the  cooperating  agencies  contributing  in  salaries  and  field  ex- 
penses an  amount  approximately  equal  to  that  expended  by  the  depart- 
ment. Tt  is  therefore  possible  to  accomplish  practically  double  the  re- 
sults in  these  States  for  each  dollar  of  Federal  funds  expended.  Experi- 
ment, station  officials,  recognizing  the  fundamental  value  of  the  soil  survey 
work,  are  making  increasing  use  of  the  results  in  their  study  of  local  prob- 
lems. Officials  of  Michigan.  Minnesota,  Montana,  and  Oklahoma  have 
indicated  their  desire  to  enter  into  cooperation,  and  for  this  purpose  S3. 000 
of  department;  funds  will  be  required  in  each  of  those  States.  Several  of 
the  States  now  cooperating  desire  to  enlarge  this  work  and  are  planning 
to  provide  increased  appropriations  during  the  coming  year.  In  Texas 
and  Iowa  the  cooperating  agencies  contemplate  a material  enlargement  of 
the  work,  and,  in  order  to  match  the  State  appropriations,  at  least  $3,000 
additional  Federal  funds  will  be  required  for  each  of  these  States.  It  is 
also  very  desirable  that  more  work  be  accomplished  in  the  noncooperating 
States,  for  which  purpose  an  additional  allotment  of  $9,000  will  be  re- 
quired. It  is  deemed  inadvisable  to  discontinue  work  in  noncooperating 
States  with  the  view  of  diverting  the  funds  to  cooperating  States,  as  the 
results  obtained  in  the  former  are  just  as  essential  from  a national  point  of 
view  as  those  in  the  latter.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $65,300, 
but  taking  into  consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  1 ad- 
ministrative assistant  at  $2,100.  the  actual  increase  is  $67,400.  This 
amount  is  necessary  in  order  to  provide  for  new  apparatus,  additional 
supplies,  acid  for  char  extraction,  and  to  meet  the  advance  in  the  cost 
of  labor  in  operating  the  experimental  kelp  potash  plant  at  Summerville, 
Calif.  It  is  estimated  that  $101,000  will  be  realized  from  the  sale  of 
products  at  this  plant  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  For  the  fiscal  year 
1921  it  is  believed  that  the  receipts  will  more  than  cover  all  expenses, 
including  the  heavy  overhead  now  entailed  by  a large  and  expensive  force 
of  chemists,  engineers,  and  construction  and  repair  men.

The  results  so  far  obtained  indicate  beyond  doubt  that  the  production 
of  potash  from  kelp  can  be  made  a commercial  success,  but  a number  of 
questions  need  more  complete  investigation  before  the  matter  can  be 
finally  submitted  to  the  public.  This  will  take  at  least  another  year. 
It  has  been  demonstrated  that  not  less  than  500,000  tons  of  raw  kelp 
per  annum  are  available  in  the  vicinity  of  the  department’s  plant  at 
Summerville.  It  is  assumed,  therefore,  that,  when  it  is  conclusively 
shown  what  profits  are  obtainable  from  the  treatment  of  kelp  by  the 
process  developed  by  the  department,  plants  will  be  established  suffi- 
cient in  capacity  to  utilize  the  raw  material  available.  The  benefit 
to  the  public,  therefore,  from  the  successful  outcome  of  these  experi- 
ments seems  to  be  assured  and  certainly  justifies  the  appropriation 
recommended.

— The  estimate  for  the  control  of  the  European  corn  borer  has 
been  omitted.  On  July  29,  1919,  the  department,  recommended  to  the 
Congress,  in  the  form  of  a supplemental  estimate,  that  the  sum  of  $500,000, 
in  addition  to  the  appropriation  of  .$250,000  carried  in  the  appropriation 
act  for  1920,  be  included  in  the  first  deficiency  bill  and  be  made  availa- 
ble immediately  in  order  that  the  campaign  against  the  corn  borer 
might  be  more  effectively-  prosecuted.  This  matter  was  still  under 
consideration  by  the  Congress  on  October  15,  when  the  regular  estimates 
for  1921  were  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.

— There  is  an  increase  in  this  item  of  §78,000,  which  amount  is 
necessary  for  the  expansion  of  the  following  projects: 

(а)  §70,000  for  investigation  of  the  cotton  boll  weevil.'  The  possibility 
of  practical  control  of  the  weevil  in  the  Mississippi  Delta  region  by  the 
use  of  calcium  arsenate  in  dust  form  has  been  demonstrated.  In  some 
instances  the  per  acre  yield  of  cotton  has  been  doubled  by  the  application 
of  this  insecticide.  New  types  of  both  hand  and  power  machines  for 
applying  the  poison  have  also  been  developed.  Further  improvement  in 
both  poison  and  machines  in  the  interest  of  economy  is  possible,  and  in- 
vestigations to  this  end  should  be  made.  It  is  also  necessary  that  several 
additional  field  stations  be  established  in  different  parts  of  the.cotton  belt 
in  order  to  determine  the  exact  methods  essential  for  success  in  different 
environments.  It  is  recommended  that  of  the  §70,000  requested  for  this 
work  §25.000  be  made  immediately  available  so  that  the  bureau  may  pro- 
ceed with  the  establishment  of  new  stations,  appointment  of  assistants, 
purchase  of  machinery,  etc.,  next  spring  in  preparation  for  the  summer 
campaign. 

(б)  §8,000  for  investigation  of  tobacco  insects.  For  some  years  this 
investigation  has  been  conducted  under  an  allotment  of  §27,000.  With 
the  increased  cost  of  labor  and  materials,  traveling  expenses,  etc.,  this 
amount  is  insufficient  to  conduct  properly  the  work  which  should  be 
undertaken.  The  investigation  has  reached  a stage  where  more  intensive 
and  extensive  experiments  are  required.  A remedy  for  tobacco  horn- 
worm  has  been  discovered,  but  the  most  economical  application  of  the 
remedy  can  only  be  determined  by  a series  of  farm  experiments  suffi- 
ciently widely  separated  to  give  an  average  of  conditions.  A number  of 
important  problems  with  reference  to  the  best  methods  of  applying  the 
insecticide  remain  to  be  worked  out.  There  are  also  questions  relating  to 
dusting  machinery  which  need  to  he  investigated.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $110,580,  but 
taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  aggregating  $8,400 
the  actual  increase  is  $118,960,  which  it  is  proposed  to  use  in  extending 
the  campaigns  for  the  destruction  of  rodent  pests  and  predatory  animals. 
The  amount  recommended  null  provide  for  the  initiation  of  rodent  eradi- 
cation work  in  Iowa,  Minnesota,  and  Texas;  for  enlarging  the  work  in 
Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Nebraska,  and  South  Dakota,  where  it  has  been 
recently  begun ; and  for  its  needed  expansion  in  other  States  where  it 
has  been  in  progress  for  some  years  and  where  the  demands  for  a large 
increase  of  governmental  activities  are  insistent.  It  will  also  provide  for 
enlargement  of  predatory  animal  operations  to  meet  State  cooperation  in 
Utah,  Nevada,  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  Colorado,  Oregon,  Washington, 
Texas,  and  North  Dakota,  and  for  its  development  in  other  States  where 
the  work  is  in  progress  and  is  being  strongly  supported  by  stockmen’s 
associations.  During  the  present  fiscal  year  the  States,  counties,  local 
organizations,  and  individuals  are  contributing  over  $800,000  for  coopera- 
tion with  the  department  in  the  rodent  and  predatory  animal  campaigns, 
and,  in  general,  have  requested  that  the  Government  meet  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  States  on  an  equal  basis.  The  fact  that  the  effectiveness  of 
the  work  has  aroused  the  enthusiasm  of  the  fanning  and  stock-raising 
communities  of  the  West  sufficiently  for  them  to  put  up  these  large  stuns 
of  money,  and  that  the  department  has  been  unable  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  situation,  has  led  to  much  embarrassment.  In  State  after 
State  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  department  to  cut  down  its  activities 
in  the  face  of  an  urgent  demand  for  their  increase.  It  is  estimated  that 
approximately  $300,000,000  worth  of  growing  crops  and  forage  are  annually 
destroyed  by  native  rodent  pests,  that  the  ravages  of  house  rats  and  mice 
result  in  an  annual  loss  in  food  and  other  property  of  approximately 
$200,000,000,  and  that  predatory  animals  kill  $20,000,000  worth  of  live 
stock.  Such  rodents  as  ground  squirrels  and  prairie  dogs  have  been 
practically  destroyed  over  enormous  areas  in  the  West,  but,  unless  suffi- 
cient funds  are  provided  to  continue  the  work  on  a larger  scale,  it  will 
be  a practical  impossibility  to  prevent  the  reinfestation  of  this  territory 
and  the  loss  of  a large  part  of  the  benefits  already  obtained  through  the 
campaigns.  Large  expanses  of  the  public  domain  in  the  Western  States 
and  in  the  national  forests  are  being  cleared  of  rodents,  thus  increasing

available  forage  and  thereby  greatly  enlarging  their  stock  carrying 
capacity;  but  it  is  hopeless  for  private  owners  of  adjoining  lands  to  clear 
and  keep  their  lands  cleared  of  these  pests  unless  the  Government  con- 
tinues its  work  on  the  public  domain  in  cooperation  with  them.  Further- 
more, the  losses  of  live  stock  in  the  national  forests  and  other  parts  of  the 
public  domain  are  greatly  reduced  by  the  operations  against  predatory 
animals,  and  the  increase  of  stock  carried  to  maturity  on  these  lands 
results  in  a further  direct  return. 

The  amount  under  the  proviso  for  the  suppression  of  rabies  in  predatory 
wild  animals  is  decreased  from  $125,000  to  $123,600,  due  to  the  transfer 
of  a clerk  of  class  2 to  the  statutory  roll .

NOTE.  —There  is  an  apparent  in:  lvase  in  the  above  item  of  $103,000. 
hut  taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  aggregating 
$4,500,  the  actual  increase  is  $107,500.  This  additional  amount  is  ur- 
gently needed  in  order  that  the  department  mat-  comply  with  the  wide- 
spread and  insistent  demand  for  a more  adequate  enforcement  of  the  law 
than  is  possible  with  tlio  limited  funds  available  at  the  present  time  and 
to  secure  needed  information  for  use  as  a basis  for  future  regulations. 
Under  present  appropriations  not  to  exceed  37  game  wardens  can  be 
employed  in  the  United  States  and  Alaska,  a number  entirely  inade- 
quate to  patrol  the  entire  country.  The  State  of  New  York  alone  spends 
more  than  $300,000  a year  on  its  game  and  fish  harden  service;  Illinois, 
about  $125,000:  and  California,  $100,000.  For  a proper  enforcement  of 
the  migratory  bird  treaty  act  it  is  desired  to  divide  the  United  States 
into  ten  districts,  with  a district  game  warden  in  charge  of  each.  It  is 
also  important  to  place  28  additional  wardens  in  areas  where  it  has 
hitherto  been  impossible  to  have  any  or  more  than  a very  slight  admin- 
istration of  the  law.  The  constitutions  of  9 States  prohibit  State  officers 
and  employees  from  cooperating  with  and  receiving  remuneration  from 
the  Federal  Government  in  the  enforcement  of  laws  for  the  protection  of 
migratory  birds.  Hence  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  United  States 
game  wardens  in  those  States  wholly  in  the  service  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. For  the  satisfactory  cooperation  with  State  game  departments 
it  is  important  also  that  at  least  100  deputy  game  wardens  he  employed, 
at  salaries  of  $300  per  annum  and  actual  traveling  expenses  estimated  at 
$200  each. 

In  addition  to  administering  the  regulatory  powers  ol  the  migratory- 
bird  treaty  act,  it  is  necessary  to  conduct  investigations  in  many  parts 
of  the  country  in  relation  to  the  distribution  and  abundance  of  wild 
fowl  and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  information  concerning  depredations 
of  certain  species  of  birds  on  crops.  This  information  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary as  the  basis  for  changes  in  the  regulations  and  for  the  control  of  species 
of  birds  which  may  prove  injurious  to  agricultural  or  other  interests. 

The  amount  of  increase  estimated  for  the  general  administration  of 
the  law  during  1921  is  897,500.  for  use  mainly  in  the  employment  of 
wardens,  and  for  investigational  work.  810,000. 

The  subappropriation  of  $22,000  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Lacey 
Aet  is  reduced  to  820.500  by  reason  of  the  transfer  of  1 clerk  at  81.500  to 
the  statutory  roll.

The  appropriation  has  been  decreased  from  $100,000 
to  $50,000,  as  it  is  believed  that  the  latter  amount  will  be  sufficient  for 
all  exhibits  contemplated  by  the  department  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 
The  exhibit  work  is  a valuable  means  of  bringing  the  latest  develop- 
ments in  agriculture  directly  to  the  public,  and  many  thousands  of 
people  are  reached  in  this  way  who  would  not  otherwise  come  in  touch 
with  the  results  of  the  department’s  work. 

The  clause  regarding  the  National  Dairy  Show  at  Chicago,  Illinois,  has 
been  omitted,  as  this  has  reference  to  the  show  which  took  place  during 
the  fiscal  year  1920.  The  provision  fixing  at  $5,000  the  maximum 
expenditure  that  may  be  incurred  in  connection  with  any  one  fair  also 
has  been  omitted,  so  as  to  leave  the  apportionment  of  funds  discretion- 
ary with  the  department,  to  be  determined  by  the  requirements  in  each 
case.  A provision  has  been  inserted  authorizing  the  payment  of  rent 
and  the  employment  of  labor  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  as  the  exhibit 
work  has  been  greatly  handicapped  in  the  past  by  the  lack  of  such 
authority.

NOTE. — As  the  objects  of  the  appropriations  are  so  clearly  defined  in 
the  items  above  for  general  expenses,  the  classification  of  expenditures 
called  for  by  section  10  of  the  sundry  civil  act  of  August  1, 1914,  is  deemed 
unnecessary. 

Hereafter  employees  of  the  Division  of  Publications  may  be 
detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  publication, 
information,  and  related  worh  in  any  of  the  bureaus  or 
offices  of  the  Department,  for  duty  in  or  out  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  employees  of  the  bureaus  and  offices  may  also 
be  detailed  to  the  Division  of  Publications  for  duty  in  or 
out  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  traveling  expenses  of  em- 
ployees so  detailed,  when  necessary,  to  be  paid  from  the  ap- 
propriation of  the  bureau  or  office  in  connection  with  which 
such  travel  is  performed. 

NOTE. — The  above  provision  is  recommended  in  order  that  the  vary- 
ing, seasonal  needs  of  the  service  may  be  met  without  intermittent  em- 
ployment of  inexperienced,  untrained  assistance.  The  units  engaged  in 
publication  and  information  work  are  service  organizations,  not  engaged 
in  subject  matter  peculiar  to  themselves,  but  acting  as  a clearing  house 
for  disseminating  to  the  people  the  information  and  results  achieved  by 
the  scientific  investigators  in  the  various  bureaus  of  the  Department, 
through  the  Department  bulletins,  etc.,  the  agricultural  press,  motion 
pictures,  and  exhibits  at  the  principal  fairs  of  the  country.  In  addition, 
the  machine  duplicating  (mimeographing,  multigraphing,  etc.)  and  the 
mailing-list  work  of  the  department  is  being  centralized  as  far  as  practi- 
cable in  the  Division  of  Publications,  and  illustrating  and  designing  is 
performed  by  this  division  for  the  department  as  a whole.  All  this  work 
fluctuates  in  volume  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  bureaus  con- 
cerned. In  order  that  it  may  be  handled  in  an  efficient  manner,  there- 
fore, with  due  regard  for  economy,  it  is  essential  that  authority  be  given 
to  meet  these  conditions  as  they  arise  by  the  detail  of  competent  em- 
ployees from  other  branches  of  the  Department  as  needed. 

With  the  inclusion  of  the  exhibits  work  under  the  Division  of  Publica- 
tions it  is  especially  essential  that  authority  to  detail  be  granted.  At 
present  this  work  is  conducted  as  an  activity  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary, 
and  temporary  details  of  sceintific  and  technical  men  to  accompany 
exhibits,  make  demonstrations,  etc.,  can  be  made  as  necessary,  under 
existing  authority  affecting  details  to  and  from  the  Office  of  the  Secretary, 
which  has  proved  very  advantageous  to  the  exhibit  work  as  a whole. 
It  is  necessary  that  such  employees  accompany  the  exhibits  in  order 
that  they  may  be  effectively  presented.

NOTE. — It  is  proposed  to  combine  the  two  items  “administrative  ex- 
penses ” and  “field  investigations,  ” increase  the  total  amount  by  5550,000, 
and  revise  the  language  of  the  item  to  cover  more  specifically  the  various 
activities  conducted  and  proposed  by  the  bureau. 

An  enlarged  program  has  been  outlined  for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  grow- 
ing out  of  the  need  for  more  specific  and  complete  information  and  the 
demand  for  such  information  which  has  developed  during  the  past  two 
years.  In  addition  to  the  present  monthly  estimates  by  States  on  the 
total  acreage,  production,  etc.,  of  staple  farm  crops,  and  annual  estimates 
of  numbers  and  values  of  live  stock,  it  is  necessary  to  undertake,  at  the 
earliest  practicable  date,  to  furnish  estimates  whi  ch  will  show  in  detail  not 
only  the  total  agricultural  production  by  States  but  by  counties  as  well 
and,  in  addition,  what  portion  of  the  various  crops  may  be  expected  to 
find  their  way  to  market,  i.  e. , the  commercial  crop  or  marketable  surplus. 
For  this  purpose  there  wall  be  required  in  each  State  a small  but  compact 
organization  consisting  of  a field  agent,  assistant  field  agent,  and  two  clerks 
and  also  a number  of  specialists  who  will  give  their  whole  time  to  specific 
crops  on  a nation-wide  basis,  “working  in  cooperation  with  all  of  the  field 
agents  and  with  farmers’  organizations.  The  demand  for  this  informa- 
tion comes  not  only  from  railroad  officials,  who  must  prepare  to  move  the 
crops  by  ascertaining  specifically  the  areas  of  heaviest  production,  and 
from  trade  and  manufacturing  organizations,  whose  credit,  advertising, 
and  manufacturing  plans  in  many  cases  depend  upon  such  information  as 
these  detailed  estimates  furnish,  but  also  from  farmers  and  farmers’  organi- 
zations, as  well  as  the  State  agricultural  colleges  and  extension  services, 
and  especially  the  Federal  and  State  bureaus  of  markets.  These  same 
organizations  have  lately  evinced  great  interest  in  foreign  crop  statistics 
and  the  relation  of  foreign  agricultural  prospects  to  production  activities 
in  this  country.  In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  it  will  therefore  be 
necessary  to  expand  the  force  of  statistical  scientists  and  expert  statis- 
tical clerks  engaged  in  translating  foreign  reports,  converting  foreign  units 
into  American  units,  and  analyzing  the  data  for  publication,  correspond- 
ence, and  for  use  generally  by  this  and  other  branches  of  the  Government. 
The  present  funds  of  the  bureau  are  grossly  inadequate  even  for  the  pres- 
ent program  of  work.  The  increase  recommended,  if  granted,  will  be 
applied  as  follows: 

(a)  52,238  for  administrative  expenses,  which  amount  is  necessary  to 
provide  supplies  and  equipment  required  in  the  administration  of  the 
enlarged  program,  the  present  allotment  being  too  low  even  for  the 
limited  program  of  work  now  in  effect. 

( b ) 5511,614  for  crop  reporting  and  estimating,  including  timely  and 
dependable  estimates  on  commercial  surpluses,  to  be  distributed  as 
follows:

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  this  item  of  §15,000,  which  sum  is 
needed  for  enlarging  the  facilities  of  the  Alaska  stations  for  conducting 
investigations  in  live  stock  and  crop  production.  This  amount  will 
provide  for  the  erection  of  a barn  and  cottage  at  the  Fairbanks  station,  an 
additional  cottage  at  the  Rampart  station,  two  concrete  silos  at  the 
Kodiak  station,  and  for  the  employment  of  additional  assistants  at  the 
Rampart  and  Matanuska  stations  and  a horticulturist  and  plant  breeder 
at  the  Sitka  station.  Of  the  total  increase  requested,  it  is  estimated  that 
§11,200  will  be  required  for  the  erection  of  the  structures  mentioned. 
This  amount  will  be  very  largely  used  in  the  purchase  and  shipment  of 
materials,  as  the  construction  work  will  be  done  mostly  by  the  regular 
employees  dining  times  when  other  work  is  not  pressing,  practically  all 
the  buildings  at  the  Alaska  stations  having  been  erected  in  this  way. 

It  is  proposed  to  decrease  the  subitem  for  the  Guam  station  from 
$25,000  to  $20,000  and  to  increase  the  subitem  for  the  Virgin  Islands  from 
$15,000  to  $20,000.  The  current  appropriation  act  provides  $5,000  for  use 
at  Guam  in  repairing  the  damage  caused  by  a typhoon.  This  sum  will  be 
expended  during  the  present  year,  and  the  appropriation  for  the  Guam 
station  may  be  reduced  accordingly.  An  increase  of  $5,000  is  requested 
for  the  Virgin  Islands  station  in  order  to  provide  for  the  employment  of  a 
chemist  and  an  extension  agent.  The  present  superintendent  of  the 
station,  in  addition  to  the  administrative  work,  has  charge  of  all  the 
investigations  in  agronomy  and  animal  husbandry  and  does  some  chemical 
work.  Projects  on  sugar  cane,  soils,  and  fertilizer  are  contemplated,  and 
the  services  of  a chemist  are  essential  in  connection  therewith.  The 
experiment  station  is  located  on  the  island  of  St.  Croix,  and  as  the  islands 
of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  John  have  considerable  agricultural,  horticultural, 
and  stock-raising  possibilities,  it  is  desired  to  employ  a capable  man  to 
conduct  demonstrations  on  each  of  these  islands  and  to  act  as  an  extension 
agent  for  all  the  islands  of  the  group.

Present  economic  conditions  have  greatly  increased  the  public  interest 
in  problems  connected  with  food,  clothing,  and  household  equipment 
and  management  as  related  to  the  income  and  well-being  of  people  in 
American  homes.  Reliable  information  on  these  subjects  is  compara- 
tively limited , and  this  is  particularly  true  of  those  problems  which  re- 
quire scientific  research  as  a basis  for  their  satisfactory  solution.  The 
Office  of  Home  Economics  is  working  on  a limited  number  of  these  prob- 
lems, but  its  present  resources  are  too  limited  to  enable  it  to  keep  pace 
with  the  demands  for  information  which  come  to  it  from  many  sources, 
including  especially  housekeepers,  teachers,  extension  workers,  physi- 
cians, nurses,  private  and  State  institutions  concerned  with  the  living 
conditions  of  their  employees  or  dependents,  and  numerous  welfare 
organizations,  including  the  Red  Cross.  Other  branches  of  the  Govern- 
ment (for  example,  the  Division  of  Food  and  Nutrition  of  the  War  De- 
partment, the  Department  of  Labor,  Bureau  of  Fisheries,  Federal  Board 
for  Vocational  Education)  and  other  bureaus  of  this  department  also 
apply  to  it  for  assistance  with  increasing  frequency.  To  more  nearly 
meet  the  situation  as  it  has  developed,  the  increase  requested  will  be 
necessary.

developed  has  not  permitted  the  gradual  evolution  of  road  types,  as  was 
the  case  with  the  prevailing  road  types  developed  to  take  care  of  the 
animal-drawn  traffic.  With  the  suddenly  revolutionized  methods  of 
highway  transportation,  road  surfaces  which  were  adequate  under  former 
demands  are  failing  to  meet  the  greatly  increased  numbers  and  weights  of 
motor  vehicles.  At  the  same  time,  the  cost  of  highway  construction  has 
materially  increased.  Highway  construction,  it  is  apparent,  will  be  one 
of  the  greatest  public  activities  which  has  ever  been  undertaken,  and 
appropriations  running  into  the  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  have 
already  been  made  to  finance  that  large  program.  The  increased  appro- 
priation requested  under  this  item  will  provide  for  conducting  a compre- 
hensive series  of  laboratory  and  field  tests  designed  to  give  information 
which  will  permit  of  the  selection  of  the  right  type  and  right  design  of  road 
to  economically  serve  the  purpose  for  which  intended.

NOTE- — There  is  an  increase  in  the  above  item  of  §30,000.  This 
appropriation  was  reduced  in  the  act  for  1918  by  §20.000  as  a measure  of 
economy  during  the  war  period  and  because  a large  number  of  the  drain- 
age engineers  of  the  bureau  were  furloughed  for  Army  service.  It  is  now 
requested  that  this  amount  be  restored  and  the  item  further  increased  by 
$10,000.  This  sum  is  needed  in  order  that  it  may  be  possible,  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  State  extension  services,  to  get  to  the  farmers  on  their  farms 
some  of  the  results  of  the  department’s  investigations  regarding  irrigation 
problems,  especially  with  reference  to  the  use  of  tile  drainage  in  the 
North  Atlantic  and  New  England  States;  the  adoption  of  proper  methods 
to  prevent  gullying  and  erosion  in  the  upper  Mississippi  Valley  and  North 
Atlantic  States  and  reclamation  or  improvement  of  areas  usually  wet  or 
subject  to  inundation.  It  is  also  proposed  to  enlarge  the  investigational 
work  to  determine  the  proper  capacities  for  drains  and  the  effect  in  large 
tiled  districts  of  thorough  drainage  upon  the  maximum  rate  of  run-off. 
There  is  need  for  immediately  investigating  in  the  Central  States  the 
condition  of  old  concrete  tile  drains,  which  have  been  supposed  to  be 
permanent.  The  movement  of  water  in  tile-drained  fields,  which  should 
be  the  controlling  consideration  in  arranging  the  drains,  should  also  be 
studied  more  fully.

It  is  necessary,  therefore,  to  give  greater  attention  to  the  whole  problem 
of  farm  power  and  also  to  develop  simple  and  more  efficient  machinery 
to  meet  the  needs  of  agriculture.  The  farm  tractor,  particularly,  because 
of  its  size  and  relative  importance  as  a power  unit,  is  receiving  an  excep- 
tional degree  of  attention  at  the  present  time,  and  thorough  investigations 
and  studies  of  the  existing  types  must  be  made  by  a disinterested  govern- 
mental agency.  The  necessity  for  some  national  agency  to  do  testing  and 
rating  is  clearly  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  there  is  now  a wide  varia- 
tion in  the  practice  of  manufacturers  regarding  the  horsepower  rating  of 
engines,  the  amount  of  horsepower  required  to  operate  different  farm 
units,  the  height  of  the  hitch  above  the  ground,  the  proper  operating 
speeds,  the  width  of  belts,  and  many  details  of  construction.  Similar 
problems  in  connection  with  other  power-producing  and  power-operated 
machines  designed  for  use  on  the  farm  require  careful  investigation . The 
demand  for  advice  and  assistance  in  designing  and  arranging  serviceable 
and  sanitary  farm  buildings,  and  for  information  concerning  the  best 
methods  of  supplying  and  distributing  water  for  domestic  consumption 
and  regarding  mechanical  equipment  needed  in  the  modern  farm  home 
has  greatly  increased.  If  the  increase  recommended  is  allowed,  it  is  pro- 
posed to  provide  a testing  plant  at  which  investigations  and  tests  that  will 
assist  in  the  selection  and  utilization  of  farm  machinery  and  implements 
of  all  kinds  may  be  conducted.  Work  of  this  character  requires  an  ade- 
quate plant  and  a trained  personnel.  To  provide  the  necessary  equip- 
ment for  conducting  these  tests  and  studies  and  to  employ  engineers  to 
carry  on  the  work,  practically  all  of  which  will  be  outside  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  an  increase  of  $75,000  will  be  required.  A proviso  has 
been  added  making  $50,000  immediately  available  so  that  the  construc- 
tion of  the  testing  plant  and  the  necessary  equipment  may  be  started  and 
the  plant  installed  in  time  to  begin  testing  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $30,460, 
but  taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  aggregating 
$14,540,  the  actual  increase  is  $45,000.  This  amount,  if  allowed,  will  be 
used  as  follows: 

(а)  $15,000  for  investigating  the  marketing  of  wool.  The  situation  in 
the  wool  industry  makes  it  necessary  that  some  steps  be  taken  to  enable 
wool  producers,  distributors,  and  manufacturers  to  conduct  their  opera- 
tions on  a more  satisfactory  basis.  Since  approximately  half  of  the  wool 
supply  of  this  country  is  imported  and  the  bulk  of  American  wool  is 
produced  in  the  Central  and  Western  States,  while  the  manufacturing 
industries  are  located  almost  wholly  in  the  North  Atlantic  seaboard 
States,  and  because  no  organized  central  markets  exist,  it  is  of  special 
importance  that  adequate  current  market  information  be  made  available 
to  all  interests  concerned  in  the  wool  trade.  The  determination  and 
establishment  of  official  standard  wool  classes  and  grades  is  fundamental 
to  the  development  of  systematic  market  reports.  Through  the  courtesy 
of  the  War  Department  approximately  7,000  type  samples  of  wooi, 
representing  the  1918  clip  purchased  by  the  Government  from  all  sections 
of  the  United  States,  have  been  assembled  by  the  Bureau  of  Markets  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  tentative  market  standards.  If  the  funds 
requested  are  granted,  tests  will  be  made  to  determine  the  shrinkage  of 
wools  from  all  sections  in  order  to  guide  growers  and  buyers  in  regard  to 
grease  values  of  wools,  on  which  accurate  information  now  is  lacking. 
Assistance  and  information  should  be  given  in  regard  to  better  methods 
of  handling  wool  and  as  to  cooperative  and  other  methods  of  marketing, 
and  investigations  should  be  conducted  as  a basis  for  further  urgently 
necessary  work  along  these  lines. 

(б)  $30,000  for  extending  the  investigations  regarding  the  preservation 
of  fruits  and  vegetables.  During  the  war  emergency  funds  made  avail- 
able by  the  Food  Production  Act  amounting  to  approximately  $180,000 
were  available  for  the  prosecution  of  these  investigations,  and  much 
valuable  work  was  commenced  which  had  to  be  discontinued  at  the  close 
of  the  last  fiscal  year.  The  investigational  staff  was  reduced  from  69  to  6, 
the  men  retained  being  those  qualified  to  reestablish  the  important  work 
discontinued  on  June  30.  The  nucleus  of  a staff  is  thus  at  hand  and,  if 
this  increase  is  granted,  will  be  used  to  organize  an  effective  force  to 
resume  the  study  of  the  important  problems  involved  in  the  following 
lines  of  work: 

Refrigerator  and  heater  cars  for  ; •protectin' i perishables. — During  the  past 
year  tests  have  been  made  to  secure  fundamental  data  for  designing  an 
efficient  heater  car.  Such  a car  has  been  designed,  and,  could  the  work 
be  carried  on  for  two  or  three  more  seasons,  it  would  be  possible  to  make 
definite  recommendations  for  its  construction  to  meet  practical  shipping 
conditions.  At  the  present  time  no  work  is  being  done  on  refrigerator 
cars,  and  these  investigations  should  be  reestablished. 

Loading  cars  efficiently. — Very  serious  losses  from  breakage  and  deteri- 
oration constantly  result  from  improper  methods  of  loading,  stowing,  and 
bracing  fruits  and  vegetables  for  shipment.  It  is  important  to  prosecute 
this  work  further  so  that  specific  recommendations  may  be  made  to  cover 
the  loading  of  all  crops  in  different  sections. 

Handlim  fruits  and  vegetables  in  marketim. — This  project  has  shown 
how  and  why  careful  handling  prevents  deterioration  in  transit;  yet  there 
is  a marked  tendency  at  the  present  time,  due  principally  to  the  shortage 
of  labor,  to  lower  the  standards  established,  resulting  in  an  increase  in 
decay  and  deterioration  in  transit  of  fruits  and  vegetables.  Demon- 
strations of  careful  handling  should  be  taken  up  again  and  prosecuted 
with  vigor. 

Fruit  and  vegetable  storage. — Experiments  concerning  the  construction 
of  fruit  and  vegetable  storage  houses  have  been  practically  discontinued, 
though  the  improvements  effected  in  the  storage  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
as  a result  of  this  work  have  been  of  far-reaching  importance.  Many 
other  permanent  improvements  might  be  made  if  work  already  done 
could  be  confirmed  by  sufficient  experimental  tests. 

Freezing  storage. — A comparatively  new  line  of  work  regarding  the 
preservation  of  fruits  and  vegetables  by  freezing  was  begun  with  emerg- 
ency funds,  and  fundamental  data  were  obtained  as  a background  for 
practical  demonstrations.  Commercial  interests  have  already  started  to 
utilize  such  freezing  processes  and  should  be  intelligently  guided. 
Further  investigation  of  this  subject  should  be  undertaken,  but  lack  of 
funds  makes  it  necessary  to  hold  the  work  in  abeyance  during  the  current

With  an  appropriation  of  §500,000  made  available  by  the  food  produc- 
tion act,  it  was  possible  to  expand  this  work  greatly  during  the  fiscal  year 
1919.  As  these  funds  were  withdrawn  on  July  1,  1919,  and  an  increase 
of  only  §172,120  provided  in  the  agricultural  appropriation  act  for  conduct- 
ing this  news  service  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  the  work  necessarily 
had  to  be  greatly  curtailed.  If  the  increase  of  §50,000  recommended  in 
these  estimates  is  granted,  these  funds  will  be  used  largely  to  re- 
establish the  service  on  the  Pacific  coast,  to  reopen  and  operate  an  office  at 
Fort  Worth,  and  to  increase  the  number  of  field  stations  operated  during 
shipping  seasons.  If  any  further  increase  is  made  in  telegraph  rates, 
however,  this  program  will  have  to  be  modified. 

The  market  news  service  is  particularly  useful  to  the  western  districts, 
which  are  located  at  great  distances  from  the  chief  market  outlets.  With- 
out it  they  will  be  deprived  of  official  information  on  conditions  pre- 
vailing in  the  markets  of  the  East  and  will  be  forced  to  rely  on  such  infor- 
mation as  may  be  supplied  by  the  trade.  Rapid  telegraph  communica- 
tion is  fundamental  to  the  successful  operation  of  a daily  market  news 
service  on  highly  perishable  crops.  The  market  reports  must  reach  the 
interested  persons  promptly  or  the  information  contained  in  them  is 
valueless.  With  the  greatly  reduced  organization  such  a program  is  not 
possible  in  many  very  important  producing  sections.

$8,300,  the  actual  increase  is  $-50,000.  which  amount,  if  granted,  will  be 
used  for  extending  the  following  projects: 

(а)  $15,000  for  inspection  of  butter.  At  present  it  is  possible  to  allot 
to  butter-inspection  work  only'a  very  modest  sum.  Inspections  are  now 
made  in  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Chicago,  and  Minneapolis. 
With  the  additional  funds  requested,  it  should  be  possible  to  place  butter 
inspectors  in  San  Francisco,  Portland,  Seattle,  and  Los  Angeles,  or  at 
other  necessary  points.  Urgent  demands  for  butter  inspection  have  been 
received  from  the  Pacific  coast,  as  the  dairy  industry  there  is  growing 
rapidly  and  increasing  quantities  of  dairy  products  are  being  shipped  to 
eastern  markets.  The  creameries  and  shippers  in  the  region  are  greatly 
handicapped  in  making  contracts  based  upon  official  butter  grades  on  ac- 
count of  the  absence  of  reliable  inspectors  tointerpretandapplysuchgrades . 

(б)  $35,000  for  inspection  of  hay.  There  is  urgent  need  for  a hay- 
inspection  service.  Recognizing  this  fact,  the  Congress,  in  the  appro- 
priation for  the  current  fiscal  year,  broadened  the  scope  of  the  work  to 
include  hay  among  the  list  of  commodities  to  be  inspected.  Since  no 
additional  funds  were  provided  and  no  hay  standards  have  been  estab- 
lished, however,  it  has  been  impossible  so  far  for  the  bureau  to  take  up 
this  work.  It  is  believed  that  the  establishment  of  standards  to  be  used 
in  connection  with  an  inspection  service  would  accomplish  a great  deal 
of  good.  The  marketing  of  hay  is  a very  hazardous  undertaking  on 
account  of  the  possibility  of  losses  due  to  sharp  practices,  misunder- 
standings, lack  of  inspection,  variation  in  grades  in -different  markets, 
differences  in  the  manner  in  which  rules  for  grading  are  interpreted, 
etc.  It  is  estimated  that  nine-tenths  of  the  losses  sustained  in  the  hay 
business  is  due  to  a lack  of  standard  grades  and  a uniform,  impartial 
inspection  service.  If  this  work  is  undertaken,  inspectors  will  be 
stationed  in  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  Oklahoma 
City,  and  other  markets  of  equal  importance.

The  department  is  now  cooperating  in  marketing  work  with  23  States. 
If  this  increase  is  allowed,  it  will  be  used  to  expand  the  work  in  5 of 
these  States  and  to  begin  cooperation  in  13  additional  States,  from  which 
repeated  requests  for  assistance  have  been  received.  If  this  program  is 
carried  out,  the  department  will  be  engaged  in  cooperative  marketing 
work  in  36  States.  The  extended  scope  of  the  cooperation  will  necessi- 
tate the  employment  of  a field  supervisor  for  the  Western  States  and  some 
increases  for  travel  and  miscellaneous  expenses.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $1,000.  The  amount 
provided  for  the  enforcement  of  the  standard  container  act  has  always 
been  so  small  that  it  has  been  very  difficult  to  conduct  the  work 
efficiently.  This  is  especially  true  at  present  owing  to  the  heavy  increases 
in  expenses  for  travel  and  other  objects.  To  enforce  the  act  properly 
necessitates  a great  deal  of  travel  in  making  personal  visits  to  package 
factories  in  practically  every  State.  The  work  is  fully  justified  by  the 
benefits  which  it  has  conferred  on  growers,  shippers,  and  others  interested 
in  the  marketing  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  the  small  increase  sug- 
gested is  essential  to  carry  it  on  effectively.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  item  of  §67,140,  hut 
taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  of  this  bureau  aggre- 
gating §5,400,  and  the  transfer  of  one  fireman  at  $1,080  to  the  statutory  roll 
of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary,  the  actual  increase  is  $73,620.  However, 
as  5 clerks,  with  salaries  aggregating  $6,100,  have  been  transferred  to  the 
statutory  roll  from  the  appropriation  ‘‘Classification  of  cotton,  wheat 
price  guaranty  act,  ” for  work  in  connection  with  the  classification  of  cot- 
ton, the  total  increase  is  $79,720.  Inasmuch  as  the  wheat  price  guaranty 
act  of  Mar.  4,  1919,  contained  amendments  to  the  cotton-futures  act,  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  which  an  allotment  of  $100,000  was  set  aside  by 
the  President  from  the  funds  provided  for  administration  of  the  wheat 
price  guaranty  act,  the  amount  requested  for  the  enforcement  of  the  cot- 
ton-futures act  during  1921  represents  an  actual  decrease  of  $20,280  in  the 
funds  available  for  this  work. 

The  amendments  referred  to  required  the  department,  among  other 
things,  to  classify  all  cotton  delivered  on  the  future  exchanges  at  New 
York  and  New  Orleans  on  future  contracts  entered  into  on  and  after  Mar. 
4,  1919,  and  provided  that  all  moneys  collected  as  costs  for  such  classifica- 
tion could  be  used  as  a revolving  fund  by  the  department.  In  the  opinion 
of  the  solicitor  of  this  department,  this  revolving  fund  will  be  permanent, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  wheat  price  guaranty  act  must  by  its  terms  ex- 
pire not  later  than  June  1,  1920.  In  the  first  5 months  of  operation  under 
this  amendment  the  bureau  collected  as  costs  a sum  in  excess  of  $20,000, 
and  it  appears  that  as  the  work  progresses  the  receipts  will  be  sufficient 
to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  classification  work  without  the  aid  of 
an  additional  appropriation  for  that  particular  purpose. 

It  is  possible  to  recommend  a reduction  of  approximately  $20,000  in 
the  total  amount  of  available  funds  because  (1)  the  work  heretofore  con- 
ducted under  the  cotton-futures  act  to  determine  disputes  will  be  discon- 
tinued; (2)  the  work  connected  with  the  investigation  of  future  and  spot 
markets  will  be  combined  with  the  reporting  service  provided  for  under 
the  amended  act  and  can,  as  a result,  be  conducted  with  a smaller  amount 
of  money  than  is  now  available;  and  (3)  the  revolving  fund  resulting  from 
the  classification  work  will  be  an  added  source  of  income. 

The  language  of  this  paragraph  has  been  amended  by  inserting  the  words 
“as  amended  Mar.  4,  1919,  ’’  after  the  words  “United  States  cotton-futures 
act”  in  the  second  line,  in  order  to  show  specifically  that  the  amend- 
ments contained  in  the  wheat  price  guaranty  act  of  Mar.  4, 1919,  are  to 
be  included  among  the  provisions  to  be  enforced  under  this  paragraph.

Enforcement  of  the  United  States  Grain-Standards  Act — Continued. 

The  present  language  of  section  6 permits  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  entertain  an  appeal  from  the  grading  of  a licensed  inspector  only  when 
the  grain  involved  is  in  interstate  commerce.  It  is  desirable  to  permit  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  entertain  appeals  on  intrastate  as  well  as  inter- 
state grain  for  the  following  reasons: 

(1)  To  maintain  further  the  integrity  of  the  grain  standards  of  the 
United  States.  Inspectors  who  grade  intrastate  grain  under  the  Federal 
standards  frequently  do  not  apply  the  standards  correctly,  thereby  discred- 
iting the  standards  and  the  Federal  grain  supervision  work. 

(2)  To  protect  those  buyers  and  sellers  who  base  transactions  on  Federal 
standards  who  do  not  now  have  the  Federal  appeal  privilege.  Farmers 
and  country  elevator  operators  frequently  are  denied  the  right  of  appeal 
to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  because  t’heirgrain,  although  graded  by  a 
licensed  inspector  and  according  to  the  official  grain  standards  of  the 
United  States,  does  not  move  interstate.  Also,  operators  of  public  ware- 
houses frequently  must  take  into  the  house  grain  graded  according  to  the 
official  grain  standards  of  the  United  States  without  the  right  of  Federal 
appeal  even  though  they  believe  the  grading  is  incorrect. 

(3)  To  meet  criticism  of  the  act  by  country  shippers  and  other  intrastate 
dealers  in  grain  to  the  effect  that  the  act  is  of  little  or  no  benefit  to  them. 
Such  persons  frequently  express  dissatisfaction  with  the  law  because  they 
are  obliged  to  accept  the  grading  of  an  inspector  without  recourse. 

The  language  of  section  6 now  requires  that  all  parties  interested  in  the 
transaction,  other  than  those  filing  the  appeal,  be  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  before  the  issuance  of  the  findings  of  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture. It  is  desirable  to  permit  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  issue  find- 
ings 'without  opportunity  for  hearing  for  the  following  reasons: 

( 1)  To  avoid  delay  in  the  handling  of  grain  involved  in  an  appeal. 

(2)  To  avoid  delay  in  the  settlement  of  a transaction  involving  an  ap- 
peal. To  afford  opportunity  for  hearing  requires  the  serving  of  notice  to 
interested  parties,  which  involves  a lapse  of  time — sometimes  as  much  as 
two  weeks — because  of  the  distance  from  the  point  of  appeal  of  other  in- 
terested parties. 

(3)  Because  an  appeal  is  for  the  sole  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  true 
grade  of  the  grain,  which  is  determined  by  an  examination  of  the  grain 
itself.  The  decision  is  not  influenced  in  any  way  by  statements  of 
interested  parties.  Moreover,  the  true  grade  must  be  determined  at  once. 
Therefore  the  oppoi  unity  for  hearing  serves  no  useful  purpose  in  deter- 
mining the  question  at  issue.  The  opportunity  for  hearing  has  been 
utilized  in  only  one  case  out  of  the  14,000  appeals  thus  far  entertained  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

(4)  Because  opportunity  for  hearing  is  contrary  to  trade  practices  and 
is  considered  “red  tape’’  by  the  grain  trade.

There  is  every  indication  now  that  very  wide  use  will  soon  be  made 
of  the  warehouse  act  owing  to  changing  conditions  and  recent 
amendments  to  the  law  which  have  eliminated  some  deterrent  features. 
This  work  has  been  retarded  since  the  passage  of  the  act  more  than  three 
years  ago  (1)  because  it  has  not  been  possible  to  employ  a sufficient 
number  of  suitable  persons  for  carrying  it  on;  (2)  because  there  has  been 
so  much  other  work  of  an  extremely  urgent  nature  assigned  to  the  Bureau 
of  Markets  and  to  the  department,  including  war  activities  of  many  kinds, 
that  it  was  necessary  to  suspend  to  a large  extent  activities  of  relatively 
less  importance;  (3)  conditions  were  so  abnormal  during  war  times  that 
it  was  not  deemed  wise  to  push  a voluntary  licensing  scheme  in  lines  of 
business  under  control  of  other  branches  of  the  Government;  and  (4)  cer- 
tain provisions  of  the  act  exercised  a restrictive  effect  on  its  operation. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  reasons  for  expecting  increased  activity 
in  this  work : 

1.  A cooperative  agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  State  officials 
of  North  Carolina  whereby  all  of  the  warehouses  in  the  State  system  will 
be  operated  under  the  United  States  warehouse  act.  The  department  is 
informed  by  the  State  authorities  that,  it  is  expected  there  will  be  about 
50  of  these  State  warehouses. 

2.  A tentative  agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  director  of  the 
Georgia  Market  Bureau  whereunder  this  State  bureau  will  urge  Georgia 
warehousemen  to  become  licensed  under  the  Federal  act  and  the  State 
agents  will  actually  solicit  applications.  This  arrangement  should  bring 
about  many  applications  in  the  near  future.  There  are  about  1,000 
warehouses  in  Georgia. 

3.  A definite  understanding  has  been  reached  with  the  Atlanta 
Federal  reserve  bank  that  it  will  cooperate  with  this  department  in 
bringing  cotton  warehouses  into  the  Federal  system.  The  bank  has 
distributed  printed  matter  in  which  it  specifically  recommends  that 
warehousemen  become  licensed  under  the  warehouse  act  and  states  that 
the  negotiability  of  their  paper  will  be  increased  as  the  result  of  such 
action.  The  Richmond  reserve  bank  has  indicated  its  willingness  to 
grant  a reduction  of  one-fourth  of  1 per  cent  in  the  discount  rate  for  paper 
based  upon  receipts  issued  by  licensed  warehouses.  The  St.  Louis 
Federal  reserve  bank  will  give  preferred  consideration  to  licensed  ware- 
houses in  establishing  a list  of  warehouses,  the  receipts  of  which  will  be 
accepted  as  collateral  for  paper  rediscounted.  The  Dallas  Federal 
reserve  bank  has  agreed  to  cooperate  in  an  educational  way  in  bringing 
about  the  construction  and  licensing  of  cotton  warehouses.  The  depart- 
ment is  advised  that  the  San  Francisco  Federal  reserve  bank  has  advocated 
licensing  under  the  act  as  a means  of  increasing  the  negotiability  of  ware- 
house receipts.  The  foregoing  are  the  results  of  preliminary  negotiations 
with  the  Federal  reserve  banks  up  to  this  time,  and  the  department  is 
continuing  its  negotiations  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  about  even  more 
advantageous  action  and  more  effective  cooperation.  The  regulations  for 
grain  warehouses  have  been  so  recently  issued  that  it  has  not  been  prac- 
ticable to  secure  the  views  of  Federal  reserve  banks  in  those  portions  of 
the  United  States  which  would  be  interested  in  the  receipts  issued  by 
such  warehouses.  An  important  feature  of  the  warehouse  act  which  has 
brought  about  its  favorable  consideration  by  the  Federal  reserve  banks  is 
the  inspection  service  which  would  be  maintained  by  the  department. 

4.  Underwriters’  associations  in  the  more  important  cotton  States 
have  agreed  to  give  a substantial  reduction  in  the  insurance  rates  on  cotton 
stored  in  licensed  warehouses.  For  instance,  the  Southeastern  Under- 
writers’ Association,  covering  the  States  of  Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  and  Florida,  has  agreed  to  allow  a 
credit  of  25  per  cent  in  insurance  rates  on  all  cotton  stored  in  licensed 
warehouses.  This  reduction  should  act  as  a great  stimulus  in  encouraging 
warehouses  to  become  licensed. 

5.  An  organization  of  growers,  bankers,  and  others  interested  in 
cotton  has  recently  given  assurance  that,  in  its  campaign  for  better  ware- 
housing facilities,  it  would  give  its  active  support  to  the  licensing  of 
warehouses  under  the  United  States  warehouse  act. 

6.  One  warehouse  company,  a corporation  with  an  initial  capital  stock 
of  §20,000,000,  is  making  active  plans  for  establishing  a chain  of  ware- 
houses throughout  the  cotton  belt,  as  well  as  in  the  cotton-consuming  sec- 
tions, including  New  England.  This  company  proposes  to  purchase  and 
build  warehouses  to  be  operated  under  the  United  States  warehouse  act. 

7.  Regulations  for  gram  warehouses  have  just  been  issued  and  appli- 
cations from  10  or  12  warehouses  have  already  been  received . Regulations 
for  wool  warehouses  are  in  course  of  preparation  and  should  be  issued  in 
the  near  future,  while  regulations  for  tobacco  warehouses  should  be 
issued  before  the  end  of  the  present  year.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  tlie  above  item  of  $97,750,  but  taking 
into  consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  an  executive  clerk 
at  $2,250,  the  actual  increase  is  $100,000.  It  is  proposed  to  develop  a 
port  inspection  service  for  the  purpose  of  cooperating  with  officials  of 
the  Customs  Service  and  with  State  officials  in  the  enforcement  of  quar- 
antines established  under  the  provisions  of  the  plant-quarantine  act. 
The  department  is  now  enforcing  14  quarantines  prohibiting  or  restrict- 
ing the  entry  of  foreign  plants,  fruits,  and  plant  products.  It  is  also 
enforcing  7 orders  regulating  and  restricting  the  entry  of  additional  for- 
eign products.  These  quarantines  and  orders  are  being  enforced  in 
cooperation  with  the  Customs  Service,  but  the  burden  on  that  service 
has  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  to  take  over  the  actual  enforcement  of  these  quar- 
antines at  the  principal  ports  of  entry,  as  far  as  possible,  through  the 
service  now  maintained  to  prevent  the  entry  into  the  United  States  of 
the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton  through  importations  from  Egypt,  Mexico, 
and  other  foreign  countries.  California  and  Florida  are  the  only  States 
which  have  established  adequate  port  inspection  services.  The  depart- 
ment has  been  able  to  collaborate  with  and  secure  the  aid  of  these  State 
services  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Federal  quarantines  and  restrictive 
orders  now  in  force.  The  value  of  these  State  services  has  been  fully 
demonstrated;  their  work  affords  a large  measure  of  protection  to  the 
whole  country.  It  has  become  apparent  that  the  port  inspection  serv- 
ice of  tins  department,  already  undertaken  in  a limited  way,  should  be 
greatly  strengthened  and  enlarged.  Without  such  service  new  plant 
enemies  may  constantly  be  brought  into  the  United  States,  thus  prac- 
tically nullifying  the  protection  of  existing  quarantines.

NOTE, — -This  amendment  to  tlie  plant  quarantine  act,  which  received 
the  approval  of  both  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Agriculture 
during  consideration  of  the  estimates  for  1920,  but  failed  of  enactment, 
confers  on  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  authority  to  regulate  the  move- 
ment of  plants  and  plant  products,  including  nursery  stock,  from  or  into 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  power  to  control  injurious  plant  diseases 
and  insect  pe3ts  within  the  District.  There  is  at  present  no  law  under 
which  the  movement  of  diseased  and  insect-infested  nursery  stock  and 
other  plants  and  plant  products  into  the  District  of  Columbia  from  sur- 
rounding or  other  States  or  from  the  District  of  Columbia  into  surrounding 
or  other  States  can  be  adequately  controlled;  nor  is  there  authority  for 
control  and  extermination  within  the  District  of  Columbia  of  plant  pests 
and  diseases.  The  powers  requested  are  such  as  are  exercised  in  practi- 
cally all  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States  and  are  necessary 
for  the  alignment  of  the  District  of  Columbia  with  plant  pest  control  exer- 
cised elsewhere. 

The  immediate  need  of  this  legislation  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the 
oriental  fruit  moth,  which  threatens  seriously  to  affect  the  fruit  industry 
of  the  United  States,  gained  entrance  in  large  part  through  importations  of 
ornamental  stock  into  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  there  exist  now  within 
the  District  thousands  of  peach,  cherry,  plum,  apple,  and  other  trees 
infested  with  this  insect,  affording  breeding  sources  from  which  the  moth 
has  spread  to  the  adjacent  States  of  Maryland  and  Virginia.

Fighting  and  Preventing  Forest  Fires — Continued. 


“for  fighting  forest  fires  and  for  other  unforeseen  emergencies”  has  been 
included  annually  since  1912.  It  is  proposed  to  omit  this  item  and 
include  it  in  the  new  item,  so  that  the  $150,000  will  still  be  available  for 
use  in  fighting  fires  in  ordinary  emergency  where  they  get  beyond  the 
control  of  the  regular  protective  organization,  with  §850.000  additional 
to  meet  extraordinary  emergencies.  Since  the  fiscal  year  191 5 it  has  been 
necessary  to  cover  expenses  for  fighting  forest  fires  during  extraordinary 
emergencies  by  drawing  on  all  general  expense  funds  and  depending  on 
Congress  to  reimburse  these  funds  through  deficiency  appropriations  that 
have  enabled  the  administrative  work  to  go  on  through  the  balance  of  the 
fiscal  year.  Fortunately,  the  necessity  for  emergency  expenditures  on  a 
large  scale  usually  arises  early7' in  the  fiscal  year,  thi  s affording  opportunity 
for  Congress  to  act.  The  necessity,  however,  of  holding  a considerable 
balance  available  for  meeting  emergencies  which  may  arise  at  the  very 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  works  against  the  most  advantageous  use  of  the 
administrative  appropriation.  Jn  the  10  fiscal  years  19i0  to  1919,  inclu- 
sive, the  expenditures  for  fighting  forest  fires  totaled  §6,974,278,  or 
approximately  a yearly  average  of  $700,000.  During  the  three  extremely 
bad  fire  years,  namely,  1910,  1917,  and  1919,  the  deficiencies  incurred 
ran  over  an  average  of  $1,000,000 — 8900,000,  $775,000,  and  $2,950,000, 
respectively.  These  expenditures  indicate  clearly  that  the  annual 
$150,000  fund  is  seldom  sufficient.  To  depend  on  a deficiency  appro- 
priation as  a means  for  financing  extraordinary  fire  emergencies  has  been 
particularly  unsatisfactory,  and  during  the  three  extraordinary  years 
has  threatened  the  continuity  of  the  entire  administrative  work  and 
been  a source  of  material  embarrassment  to  the  Forest  Service.  In  the 
face  of  such  positive  warnings  of  the  past,  to  continue  the  present  policy 
and  fail  to  provide  in  advance  an  adequate  and  elastic  financial  basis  for 
meeting  fire  emergencies  is  not  believed  wise.  It  is  urgently  recom- 
mended. therefore,  that  this  item,  which  is  merely  an  insurance  fund,  to  he 
expended  only  in  case  of  actual  necessity,  be  approved. 


NOTE. — This  being  an  emergency  appropriation,  it  is  impracticable 
to  submit  the  detailed  estimate  of  expenditures  required  by  section  10 
of  the  sundry  civil  act  of  x\ug.

NOTE. — There  is  au  increase  in  this  item  of  8100,000,  the  purpose  of 
which  is  to  enable  the  Government  to  extend  its  cooperative  assistance 
in  fire  protection  to  a larger  number  of  States  and  to  make  more  effective 
the  protection  in  States  already  cooperating.  In  view  of  the  extensive 
losses  from  forest  fires  which  are  still  taking  place  throughout  the  coun- 
try, the  meager  provision  in  most  States  for  the  prevention  of  such  losses 
and  in  some  important  timber  States  the  lack  of  any  provision  at  all,  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  in  view  of  the  beneficial  results  which  have  been 
obtained  with  the  relatively  small  appropriations  made  in  the  past,  the 
increase  is  believed  to  be  fully  justified.  Since  24  States  are  now  cooper- 
ating, the  Federal  funds  available  for  cooperative  expenditure  in  any  one 
State  are  necessarily  very  small  and  are  subject  to  future  decreases  as  new 
States  qualify  for  allotments.  The  increase  will  make  it  possible  to 
stimulate  materially  the  protection  of  forests  against  fire,  which  is  the 
first  step  toward  the  solution  of  our  forest  problem.

Investigation  and  Prevention  of  Plant-Bust  Explosions  and  Fires — 

(13)  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  cooperate  with  State 
off  dais , farmers , operators  of  cotton  gins,  grain  mills  and  ele- 
vators, and  other  warehouses , manufacturers  and  operators 
of  farm,  machinery , in  investigating  causes  of,  and  in  developing 
and  putting  into  general  practice  methods  for  protection  against 
grain  dust,  smut  dust,  or  other  plant-dust  explosions  and 
resulting  fires,  including  fires  in  cotton  gins  and  oil  mills;  to 
devise  and  demonstrate  methods  for  destroying  or  preventing 
the  wide  dissemination  of  smut  spores;  and  to  study  the 
problems  of  cleaning  and  handling  grain  in  threshing  ma- 
chines, grain  mills,  and  elevators  ( submitted ) 

NOTE. — This  is  a new  item.  Plant-dust  explosions  and  fires  in  grain 
mills  and  elevators,  threshing  machines,  and  cotton  gins  have  resulted  in 
the  loss  of  scores  of  human  lives  as  well  as  enormous  property  losses.  The 
campaign  conducted  cooperatively  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  Bureau 
of  Markets,  and  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  under  the  funds  provided  in  the 
food  production  act  last  year  were  of  great  benefit  to  the  agricultural,  grain, 
and  milling  industries  of  the  country  in  reducing  these  losses.  It  also 
brought,  o’  t many  problems  which  previous  investigations  did  not  solve 
and  indicated  very  clearly  the  importance  of  making  provision  for  the 
continuation  of  the  investigational  work  upon  which  the  campaign  was 
bas'd.  Explosions  and  fires  in  three  types  of  plants  were  dealt  with  namely, 
mills  and  elevators,  threshing  machines,  and  cotton  gins.  As  the  funds 
provided  for  the  work  under  the  food  production  act  were  withdrawn 
June  30,  1919,  it  was  necessary  to  discontinue  the  demonstration  work  on 
that  date  and  to  take  steps  to  terminate  the  appointment  of  the  men  en- 
gaged upon  it.  Because  of  the  savings  that  had  been  effected,  the  United 
States  Grain  Corporation  indicated  its  desire  to  carry  on  the  work,  in  so  far 
as  it  related  to  grain  elevators  and  flour  mills,  and  reemploved  some  of  the 
men  formerly  engaged  thereon,  and  it  is  now  cooperating  with  this  depart- 
ment in  so  far  as  the  very  limited  funds  of  the  Bureau  of  C hemistry  will 
permit. 

This  work  is  conducted  chiefly  as  an  educational  campaign  of  preven- 
tion, and  it  is  impossible,  with  existing  funds  and  facilities,  to  undertake 
in  an  adequate  manner  the  essential  investigational  work  which  was  sus- 
pended at  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  The  activities  of  the  department  in 
connection  with  the  prevention  of  plant-dust  explosions  and  fires  involve 
the  close  and  effective  cooperation  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  Bureau  of 
Markets,  and  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  Each  of  the  bureai  .s  is  equipped 
to  deal  with  a particular  phase  of  the  problem,  and  there  is  a thorough 
understanding  among  them  regarding  the  matter. 

It  is  proposed  to  apportion  the  funds  required  for  conducting  the  three 
lines  of  work  contemplated  under  this  item  as  follows:

(14)  Officers  a nd  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  during  the 
-fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921,  while  traveling  on  official 
business  away  from  their  designated  posts  of  duty  may  he 
allowed  not  to  exceed  $ 7 per  day  for  subsistence,  hut  in  no  case 
shall  they  he  reimbursed  a ny  sum  in  excess  of  expenses  actually 
incurred  by  them. 


NOTE. — This  paragraph  and  item  15  provide  for  increasing  the  maxi- 
mum allowances  that  may  be  made  to  employees  traveling  on  official  busi- 
ness (a)  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  and  (6)  for  actual  traveling  expenses,  the 
former  from  §4  to  §6  per  diem  and  the  latter  from  $5  to  §7  per  diem.  The 
present  rates  were  fixed  by  the  act  of  April  6, 1914 (urgent  deficiency  act, 
fiscal  year  1914),  and  the  act  of  August  1, 1914  (sundry  civil  appropriation 
act  for  the  fiscal  year  1915),  and  they  were  fairly  adequate  at  the  time. 
The  constantly  increasing  cost  of  subsistence,  however,  during  the  past 
two  or  three  years  has  seriously  altered  the  situation  and  makes  it  impera- 
tive that  the  rates  be  advanced  in  order  to  meet  present  conditions.  This 
is  especially  true  in  reference  to  subsistence  in  the  larger  cities.  When 
the  existing  rates  were  established , and  for  a time  thereafter,  a room  with 
bath  in  a first-class  hotel  could  be  secured  for  from  §2  to  §2.50  per  day. 
Now  §4  or  §5  per  day  must  be  paid  for  the  same  accommodations  in  the 
larger  cities.  The  price  of  meals  also  has  advanced  at  least  50  per  cent, 
in  many  cases  100  per  cent.  Not  infrequently  it  occurs  that  the  cost  of 
lodging  and  subsistence  in  the  larger  cities  ranges  from  §7.50  to  §9  or  §10 
a day.  During  the  past  four  or  five  months  there  has  been  a decided  in- 
crease in  hotel  rates,  particularly  in  the  larger  eastern  and  middle-western 
cities.  While  some  hotels  may,  and  frequently  do,  advertise  rooms  with 
running  water  or  with  private  bath  for  §2  or  §3,  travelers  almost  invariably 
find  upon  arrival  that  no  rooms  at  these  prices  are  available.  The  smaller, 
older,  and  cheaper  hotels  which  advertise  rooms  at  §2  and  §2.50  seldom 
seem  to  have  any  vacant  rooms  at  these  rates  when  an  attempt  is  made  to 
secure  them.  It  is  now  practically  impossible  to  find  such  accommoda- 
tions in  New  York,  Boston,  Philadelphia.  Chicago,  or  Kansas  City  at  less 
than  §3.50  and  frequently  §4.  In  the  circumstances,  the  officers  of  the

department  who  are  required  to  travel  on  official  business  have  had  to 
pay  out  of  their  personal  funds  expenditures  in  excess  of  the  maximum 
allowances.  This  is  a distinct  injustice  to  them,  and  the  situation  not 
only  is  a source  of  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  employees,  but  it  also 
increases  the  difficulty  of  securing  and  retaining  qualified  men  in  the 


service. 


Other  branches  of  the  Government  have  experienced  similar  difficulty 
and  it  is  understood  that  they  also  are  bringing  the  matter  to  the  attention 
of  Congress  in  their  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1921 . 


(15)  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1921,  is  authorized  to  prescribe  per  diem  rates  of 
allowance  not  exceeding  $6  in  lieu  of  subsistence  to  officers  or 
employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  engaged  in  field 
work  or  traveling  on  official  business  outside  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  away  from  their  designated  posts  of  duty. 


NOTE. — See  note  under  item  14. 


(16)  The  employees  of  the  Department  oj  Agriculture,  outside  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  may  hereafter,  in  the  discretion  oj  the 
Secretary  oj  Agriculture,  be  granted  leave  oj  absence  not  to 
exceed  30  days  in  any  one  year,  which  leave  may,  in  excep- 
tional and  meritorious  cases,  where  such  employee  is  ill,  be 
extended  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  not 
to  exceed  30  days  additional  in  any  one  year. 


NOTE. — The  effect  of  this  provision  will  be  to  place  the  field  employees 
of  the  department  on  exactly  the  same  basis,  so  far  as  annual  and  sick 
leave  of  absence  is  concerned,  as  employees  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 
At  the  present  time  employees  of  the  department  with  headquarters 
outside  the  District  of  Columbia  are  granted  only  15  days  annual  leave, 
with  extension  of  not  to  exceed  15  days  additional  in  exceptional  and 
meritorious  cases  where  an  employee  is  ill.  except  that  employees 
assigned  to  permar  nt  duty  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico,  Guam,  and 
the  Virgin  Islands  now  receive  the  same  benefits  as  to  annual  and  sick 
leave  as  are  enjoyed  by  those  having  permanent  headquarters  in  Wash- 
ington. As  a matter  of  justice  and  equity,  field  employees  should  be 
given  the  same  consideration  with  respect  to  leave  of  absence  as  employ- 
ees in  Washington.  Such  action  would  undoubtedly  improve  the  morale 
of  the  service  and  make  for  the  more  efficient  performance  of  the  work  of 
the  department.  The  present  15-day  limitation  has  been  the  cause  of 
much  dissatisfaction  among  the  field  employees,  who  feel  that  they  should 
be  placed  on  the  same  basis  as  the  Washington  employees  in  the  matter 
of  leave. 

The  language  of  the  paragraph  is  the  same  as  that  of  existing  law  (act 
of  May  23,  1908,  35  Stat.,  267),  except  that  the  word  “thirty”  has  been 
substituted  for  “fifteen”  in  the  two  places  where  the  latter  word  occurs. 
Under  its  terms  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  given  discretionary  power 
as  to  the  granting  of  leave.  Such  authority  is  desirable,  as  it  will  enable 
the  Secretary  to  determine  in  any  particular  case  whether  the  demands 
of  the  service  will  permit  the  granting  of  the  full  30  days  annual  and  30 
days  sick  leave  to  field  employees. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  field  employees  of  the  Treasury 
Department,  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Department  of  Commerce, 
the  Department  of  Labor,  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  the  War 
Department,  and  the  State  Department  may  be  granted  30  days  annual 
and  30  days  sick  leave.  The  field  employees  of  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment may  be  allowed  15  days  annual  leave,  the  employees  of  the  Navy 
Department  30  days  annual  and  15  days  sick  leave,  and  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  30  days  annual  and  30  days  sick  leave,  with  the 
exception  of  the  employees  engaged  on  railway  valuation  work,  who 
may  be  granted  15  days  annual  and  30  days  sick  leave.

(17)  Hereafter,  if  any  employee  <f  the  Department  <f  Agriculture 
assigned  to  permanent  duty  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico, 
Guam,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  shall  elect  to  postpone  talcing 
any  or  all  of  the  annual  leave  to  which  he  may  he  entitled,,  he 
may,  in  the  discretion  < f the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  subject

ever shall  use  any  deadly  or  dangerous  weapon  in  resisting 
any  officer  on  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  of'

Employees  of  the  Forest 
Service  and  of  the  Biological  Survey  engaged  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
forest  reserve  laws  and  of  the  laws  relating  to  migratory  birds,  and  to 
interstate  commerce  in  wild  animals  and  birds  killed  and  shipped  in 
violation  of  State  'laws,  have  no  statutory  protection  at  the  present  time 
against  violence  in  opposition  to  the  performance  of  their  duties,  which 
are  obviously  of  a hazardous  nature.  This  lack  of  protection  is  well 
known,  and  in  several  instances  has  encouraged  unprovoked  and  wholly 
inexcusable  acts  of  physical  violence  upon  employees  of  the  department 
while  in  the  discharge  of  their  lawful  duties.  Furthermore,  the  lack  of 
such  protection  breeds  contempt  of  the  authority  conferred  by  law  upon 
employees  of  the  department  engaged  in  the  execution  of  the  penal 
statutes  committed  to  it  for  administration.  Amendment  of  section  62 
of  the  Penal  Code  so  as  to  include  officers  and  employees  of  the  Forest 
Sendee  and  of  the  Biological  Survey,  is  therefore  urgent.

other  similar  publications  as  he  may  deem  necessary 

NOTE. — The  increase  of  $125,000  in  this  item  is  urgently  needed 
as  the  appropriation  for  printing  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  department  and  the  increased  cost  of  printing  during 
the  past  few  years.  It  is  $50,000  less  now  than  it  was  in  1918. 
The  following  table  shows  the  printing  requirements  for  the  fiscal 
year  1921:

The  language  of  this  paragraph  has  been  amended  by  the  addition 
of  a proviso  giving  the  Secretary  specific  authority  to  print  and  issue 
the  various  publications  of  the  department.  This  is  done  in  view 
of  the  provision  contained  in  section  11  of  the  act  making  appro- 
priations for  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  expenses  of  the 
Government  for  the  fiscal  year  1920,  which  limits  the  printing  of 
publications  to  only  those  specifically  authorized  by  Congress.
